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MEG 'denting' drug traffic, but expects supply to grow

Suburban drug traffic has taken some 


hard knocks in the past year, but the 
supply of hard narcotics In the Northwest 
suburbs will continue to Increase because 
of the big money and because local doc- 
tors and educators are not reporting 
drug law violators. 
' 


John Hlnchy, operating director for the 


Metropolitan Drug Enforcement Group 
(MEG) said his undercover group "has 
put a dent" In suburban drug traffic, al- 
though It Is difficult to measure exactly 
how much his operatives have curbed 
suburban drug traffic. 


Hlnchy said area drug traffic could be 


curbed further If doctors and school ad- 
mlnistratos would report more often to 


law enforcement agencies on known drug 
users. 


"They're (doctors and educators) 


aware of drug abusers long before police 
arc, but they're burying their heads In 
the sand," said Hlnchy. "Educators 
know immediately when someone's on 
drugs because of Increased absence from 
school and erratic attitudes." 


Hlnchy's comments came In response 


to statistics recently released by Cook 
County Sheriff Richard Elrod showing 
more than .$6 million in drugs were 
seized in county-wide MEG raids in the 
last year. 


MEG Is a cooperative drug control ef- 


fort made up of policemen from various 
departments who work as undercover 


agents. Elrod Is the director of the proj- 
ect and the 52-agent organization is gov- 
erned by a council of police chiefs of 
member departments. 


MEG currently operates with $631,000 


in federal funds supplied by the Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission and will 
receive on additional $462,000 to carry 
them from Sept. 1 of this year through 
June 1975. 


STATISTICS SHOW that between July, 


1973 and the end of last month, 1,191 per- 
sons were arrested by MEG agents. 


In commenting on the arrest figures, 


Hinchy said the number of persons ar- 
rested docs not give a "true picture" of 
the number of dealers at work in the 
area. 


Sometimes agents go to a location with 


one arrest warrant and end up taking 
four or five persons into custody after 
catching them with drugs. 


HE SAID DRUG traffickers are turn- 


ing over huge profits obtaining drugs in 
Chicago and peddling them in suburban 
areas. 


He also said large amounts of illicit 


narcotics are coming from areas west of 
Illinois — mentioning Colorado as a 
prime area from where pushers get their 
drugs. 


Harder narcotics are a more desirable 


product for the dealer not only because 
they are more profitable, but because 
they are more concealable, according to 
Hinchy. Easily hidden quantities of he- 


roin, LSD and cocaine are "not as bulky 
as marijuana," he said. 


THE 56 MILLION In confiscated drugs 


includes 261 ounces of hard narcotics 
such as heroin, morphine, codeine, LSD, 
peyote and MDA, a synthetic drug. Also 
seized have been large amounts of meth- 
adone, 
amphetamines, 
methampheta- 


mines, cocaine, barbiturates and PCP, a 
horse tranquilizer. 


In addition to controlled substances, 


agents have confiscated 5,121 pounds of 
marijuana, figures show. 


Although large caches of marijuana 


have been seized, Hinchy said about 80 
per cent or, "the preponderance of our 
cases are controlled substances." 


MANY DRUG traffickers these days 


are between the ages of 20 and ,22 and 
may even have a year of college. They 
may not necessarily be users, but Hlnchy 
sold the smell of large profits attracts 
them to the dealing business. 


HE MENTIONED one case where a 


suspected dealer had $3,700 in cash with 
him when he was arrested and it was 
later learned heltad $8,000 in a bank ac- 
count. 


One 20-year-old accused dealer was 


driving a brand-new Monte Carlo that 
was bought and paid for at the time of; 
his arrest. 


DURING RAIDS last year, some 


$27,600 was found on persons arrested by 
undercover agents.

A new set of subpoenas Issued this 


week signal the start of a Cook County 
State's 
Attorney's 
Investigation 
into 


Wheeling Plan Commission activities in- 
volving secret land trusts. 


The investigation represents efforts by 


county law enforcement officials and has 
no relation to previous federal orobes 
into official corruption in Wheeling. 


An unknown number of subpoenas 


were served Monday, with at least three 
Wheeling officials being called to testify 
at 1 p.m. today before a county grand 
jury. Those subpoenaed Include Village 
Mgr. George Passolt, Plan Commission 
Chairman Herbert Lortz and village sur- 
veyor Thomas Popkc. 


THESE SUBPOENAS reportedly were 


Issued to gather information on the vil- 
lage's current review of zoning for a pro- 
posed Pondcrosa Steak House on Dundee 
Road. The property under consideration 
Is owned In secret land trust by Popke, 
Lambert Domas and John Marnul. 


Domas Is the brother of zoning board 


member Roman Domas, who will be 
asked to vote on zoning for the property. 
Popke Is a former plan commissioner 
who has done extensive surveying for the 
village, and Marnul Is Popke s partner. 


First reports of the state's attorney's 


investigation Indicated that the probe 
would focus on Trustee William Hcln and 
Plan Comr, Jack Mctzgcr, possible con- 
flicts of Interest and secret land trust 
dealings. 


Neither Hcln nor Mctzgcr were avail- 


able to comment on whether they have 
received subpoenas. 


THOSE SUBPOENAED reportedly 


also may be asked to testify about two 
secret land trusts Involving Popke and 
members of the Domas family that prof- 
ited from village actions, including an- 
other rezonlng and the realignment of 
Wheeling Road. 


Asst. State's Atty. Thomas McDonough 


Tuesday declined to comment on the 
number of subpoenas issued or whjt 
m a t t e r s arc currently under in- 
vestigation. 


Popkc, however, said that 
agents 


serving his wife with the subpoena "told

her there was going to be a great deal of 
them (subpoenas)." 


The probe was initiated three weeks 


ago by Plan Comr. Gilbert Monoson 
when he presented information to the 
state's attorney's office about possible 
conflicts of interest involving Wheeling 
officials. 


McDonough said normal procedure in 


following up such complaints Includes 
the issuing of grand jury subpoenas "to 
see if there is any substance to the 
charges." 


Monoson said he went to the state's at- 


torney's office 
to help further 
In- 


vestigations into official Wheeling cor- 
ruption that began with a federal grand 
jury probe lost year. 


SIX FORMER and present Wheeling 


and Cook County offiiials were indicted 
Jan. 31 as a result of that probe into 
shakedowns of Wheeling developers. 
Four of the six have pleaded guilty and 
three have been sentenced to prison 
terms. 


Both Hcln and Metzger have charged 


that the investigation was Initiated by 
Monoson for political reasons. The three 
men have been In several political 
scuffles, including a recent battle over 
Monoson's handling of Jaycee finances. 


Hcin repeatedly has been accused of 


conflict of interest for voting on the vil- 
lage purchase of auto parts equipment 
from the firm for which he works and 
which is run by his father. He has also 
voted on purchases from an auto parts 
store run by his brother. 


Street repairs may be off until 1975 


Repairs to Wheeling streets scheduled 


for this summer may not be completed 
before winter weather sets In because of 
delays caused by the cement truck driv- 
ers' strlkt. 
1 


"There might be a problem having the 


work finished by the winter season, but 
we won't know for another two or three 
weeks," said Larry Oppcnhclmcr, village 
engineer and director of public works. 


Oppcnhcimur said he Is waiting for 


word from tho Cutler Repaying Co., 
which b scheduled to use Its repaying 
machine to resurface sections of Anthony 
Road. Valley Stream Drive, St. Armand 
Lane and Cedar Drive. 


AS A RESULT of tho cement strike, 


Oppcnhclmcr said Cutler did not begin 
Its summer work until last week and now 
has a backlog. "There Is no way they are 
going to bo hero before Sept. 15," Op- 
pcnhclmcr sold, noting that Cutler will 


not even give him an approximate date 
for starting the work. 


Public works employes have nonethe- 


less started work on base repairs to the 
roads in preparation for resurfacing. Op- 
pcnhclmer said 
sections 
of Valley 


Stream Drive are being ripped up and 
will be repaired with concrete. Work on 
other streets will begin shortly. 


"Our timetable to finish base repairs 


would probably be the latter part of Au- 
gust. It will take us a good three to four 
weeks to do the base repairs," Oppenhei- 
mcr said. 


The public works director said it will 


take approximately three days for the 
Cutler rcpaver to resurface the streets. 


If the resurfacing cannot be completed 


before winter weather sets in, Oppenhcl- 
mer said no damage will be done to the 
base repairs. He said, however, residents 


should not expect these areas to have 
smooth riding surfaces. 


IN ADDITION, the cement strike has 


made it impossible for the public works 
department to do any of the sidewalk re- 
pairs originally considered as part of the 
1974 street and sidewalk maintenance 
program. The village had planned to 
work on sidewalks that were badly in 
need of repair, but Oppenheimer said he 
doubted even these repairs will be pos- 
sible. 


Persons hired for the special programs 


will return to school at the end of the 
summer. Oppenheimer said that with his 
regular public works staff he will not be 
able to do any "large quantity of side- 
walk repairs." 


The public works department also is 


Involved In a major sewer inspection and 
repair program, which Oppenheimer said 
requires a great deal of manpower.

Ex-antippverty 
chief urges Nixon 
impeachment 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Charging that 


President Nixon has betrayed his hard- 
core conservative supporters, former 
anti-poverty director Howard Phillips 
Tuesday urged conservatives to work for 
Nixon's impeachment and removal from 
office. 


Phillips, a political activist and a long- 


time pokesman for conservative causes, 
announced the formation of a new group 
called"Conscrvatives for Removal of the 
President." 


His action was another Indication of 


the gradually dwindling support for Nix- 
on among his former defenders. 


PHILLIPS, WHO worked to dismantle 


the Office of Economic Opportunity dur- 
ing his tenure as Its director, told a news 
conference Nixon had "lied" to his fol- 
lowers In congress, had repeatedly up- 
held liberal legislation and programs, 
and is no longer "worthy of our trust." 


"Conservatives have long provided 


Richard Nixon with his most dependable 
support," Phillips said. "It Is appro- 
priate that we should now play the decl- 


Byrd moves 
for televising 
Senate debate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. Robert 


C. Byrd, D-Vn., took the first step Tues- 
day toward opening the Senate to live 
television and radio coverage if Presi- 
dent Nixon is impeached and must stand 
trial. 


"If the Senate Is faced with an Im- 


peachment trial," Byrd said in a Senate 
speech, "I feel It is imperative that the 
American people have confidence In the 
justice, the fairness and the correctness 
of the decision — whatever the final dis- 
position may be on the charges brought 
by tho House. 


"The American people will want to 


hear for themselves, see for themselves, 
and decide for themselves." 


Byrd, the assistant Senate Democratic 


leader, announced ho would urge the 
Senate Rules Committee to suspend the 
rule which prohibits radio and television 
in the chamber. 


Byrd's move has tho backing of Senate 


Democratic leader Mike Mansfield. 


slve part in requiring his departure from 
public life. 


". . . Our ideological opportunity has 


been squandered, our loyalties have been 
unreciprocated, and our party's reputa- 
tion for integrity has been virtually de- 
stroyed." 


Asked to comment on Phillips' an- 


nouncement, deputy press secretary Ger- 
ald L. Warren said: 


"HIS COMMENTS are not unexpected. 


Others believe it would be a mistake to 
believe he represents the view of con- 
servative congressmen or other -con- 
servatives around the country." 


Phillips maintains close ties to con- 


servatives In Congress and was a behind- 
the-scenes leader in the battle against 
the bill providing legal services to the 
poor which Nixon signed last week. 


He said legal services was one of many 


"liberal programs" Nixon had promised 
to oppose but in the end approved. 


"If he will lie about issues of little con- 


cent to him, as he has lied, surely it Is 
reasonable to conclude ... that he would 
do likewise on matters relating to the 
question of his personal survival," Phil- 
lips said. 


He said the new group would seek to 


build support among conservatives at the 
grass roots level and in Congress for 
Nixon's removal from office. 


"Once understood, the political case 


against Nixon should help conservatives 
strip away any pro-Nixon bias which 
keeps them from fairly confronting the 
important constitutional question of im- 
peachment on the merits," he said. 
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Cambodia impeach charge refused 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - After adopting 


three separate articles of Impeachment, 
the House Judiciary Committee refused 
Tuesday to recommend that President 
Nixon be removed from office for secret 
bombing raids in Cambodia during the 
Vietnam War.. 


The action came scant hours after (ho 


committee had voted 21 to 17 to recom- 
mend that Nixon be impeached for refus- 
ing to surrender 147 Watergate-related 
tapes for the House Impeachment In- 
quiry. 


Hep. Dclbcrt Latta. R-Ohlo, said the 


bombing "had to bo taken to save Ameri- 
can lives" and to curb the President's 
powers would "reduce the office of the 
President to merely a chore-boy to Con- 
gress." 


Rep. William S. Cohen, It-Maine, one 


of the Republicans who supported the 
first two article* of impeachment, said 
he thought the bombing "was wrong," 
but added "it came about through the 
sloth and default of Congress for not ex- 
ercising its war-making powers." 


After the vole on Nixon's defiance of 


c o m m i t t e e subpoenas, Rep. Robert 
McClory, R-I1I., told reporters he was 
sure no further Impeachment articles 
would bo approved. "We have finished 


our work. We should adjourn right now," 
he said. 


The committee already had approved 


by substantial margins recommendations 
that Nixon be Impeached for obstructing 
justice In the Watergate cover-up and for 
abusing his powers of office by violating 
individual rights. He thus is the first 
president since 1868 to face impeach- 
ment, and only the second in American 
lustory. 


The Cambodian bombing charge, pro- 


posed by Rep. John Conyers, D-Mlch., 
brought protests from Democrats as well 
as Republicans that Congress must share • 
the blame for the bombing. 


< The subpoenas issue shattered 
the 


committee's bipartisan pro-impeachment 
coalition. Besides the defection of all Re- 
publicans but McClory and Rep. Law- 
rence J. Hogan of Maryland, the Demo- 
crats lost two conservative Southerners 


on Article III, Reps. Walter Flowers of 
Alabama and James R. Mann of South 
Carolina. 


But Democrat Joshua Eilberg of Penn- 


sylvania warned that if the committee 
did not assert its constitutional power of 
Impeachment, including the right to de- 
mand relevant evidence, "we shall be 
unloosing a presidency which has no lim- 
itations .... we shall be creating a dicta- 
tor."

Chicago would have 
received 6.7 per cent. 


Walker pushes impeachment timetable 
Illinois Gov. Daniel Walker, despite opposition from fellow 


governors who thought the issue none of their immediate 
business, yesterday pressed "an Impeachment timetable" at 
the Midwest Governors conference In Minneapolis. The reso- 
lution, urging Congress set an Oct. 1 deadline for finishing the 
impeachment proceedings, needed unanimous consent be- 
cause It was not offered before tho start of the conference.

Economists believe 1974 inflation 
rate may be worse than expected 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Government 


economists said Tuesday the 1974 in- 
flation rate may turn out worse than ex- 
pected and tight money policies that 
have fostered record interest rates must 
continue. 


Meanwhile, the House Ways and 


Means Committee tentatively approved a 
plan that would result in lower taxes for 
most low and moderate wage earners 
and slightly higher levies for some per- 
sons who make more than $50,000 a year. 
The tax package, however, Included a 
new break for the wealthy who have 
large amounts of both earned and 
unearned Income. 


Herbert Stein, outgoing chairman of 


the President's Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, told the House-Senate Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee that the battle against 
inflation may be tougher than expected 
in splto of slackening rates of Increase in 
food and oil prices. 


The inflation rate and retail prices has 


been about 11 per cent over the past 12 
months. 


Arthur Burns, chairman of the Federal 


Reserve Board, said in testimony before 
the House Banking Committee that the 
FED would continue its tight money pol- 
icies "long enough to let the fires of in- 
flation burn themselves out." 


The tight money policies have included 


record high interest rates and Vice Presi- 
dent Gerald R. Ford said in an interview 
with Dun's Review he was "worried 
about Interest rates" and hopes the FED 
would ease its tight money policies be- 
fore long. Burns indicated there was 
little hope for that in the near future. 


THE WAYS AND MEANS Committee 


staff, meanwhile, said the greatest break 
in its proposed tax plan would come in 
the'low income levels. Those making less 
than $5,000 a year in adjusted gross in- 
come would get a cut of from 10 to 15 per 
cent. Those making up to $20,000 a year 
would get a break of 2.5 per cent to 6.3 
per cent on the average. 


All decisions so far have been tentative 


and could be changed when the com- 
mittee goes over the bill before final ap- 
proval. 


A series of tax cuts approved tentative- 


ly would offset a number of personal de- 
ductions that either were abolished or 
tightened earlier by the committee. 
Those decisions would end deductions for 
state gasoline taxes and the first half of 
medical insurance premiums up to $150 
and cut the amount of medical and drug 
deductions. 


Tuesday's actions included: 


• A new "simplification deduction" to 


allow taxpayers to deduct a flat $350 plus 
2 per cent of adjusted gross Income up to 
a maximum of an additional $300. 


• An increase in the maximum stan- 


dard deduction to 17 per cent of income 
up to a maximum of $2,500. The present 
standard deduction is 15 per cent to a 
maximum of $2,000. 


• An increase in the minimum stan- 


dard deduction from $1,300 to $1,400 for 
single persons and $1,500 for couples. 


• For the very wealthy, the present 


maximum tax of 50 per cent on earned 
income such as salaries would be extend- 
ed to a portion of unearned income such 
as rents, up to the amount of earned in- 
come. 


Greece and Turkey sign 
Cyprus peace agreement

Greece and Turkey, urged on by Secre- 


tary of State Henry Kissinger, signed a 
Cyprus peace agreement Tuesday that 
called for an immediate military stand- 
still on the island. 


Foreign ministers of Greece and Tur- 


key, as well as of Great Britain as the 
third treaty guarantor of Cypriot Inde- 
pendence, started signing the so-called 
"Declaration of Geneva" at 10:04 p.m. 
Geneva time, 4:04 p.m. CDT. 


Earlier in the day Turkish tanks rum- 


bled eastward toward the panhandle of 
the Island republic in a last-minute wid- 
ening of their beachhead. 


The new agreement provided that all 


forces, both regulars and guerrillas, stop 
firing immediately and seize no more 
territory. 


Greek Cyprlots are to move out of Turk- 


ish Cypriot villages they have occupied 
and all prisoners are to be released as 
soon as possible, British Foreign Secre- 
tary Michael Callaghan said. 


"We have reached virtually full agree- 


ment," Turkish Foreign Minister Turan 
Gunes said with a smile. Turkey has 
been the hold out In the negotiations.

Tho 
department said Intensity of the earth- 
quake measured between 6 and 6.? on the 
Richter scale.

To the delight of many handicapped 


children In the Northwest suburbs, Pe- 
terson has made good on his promise. 


Sunrise Lake Camp for handicapped 


children opened the second week In July 
and administrators at the Northwest 
Educational Cooperative (NEC) already 
have proclaimed It a success. 


Last year the state gave the 10-ncro 


camp In rural Dartlctl to NEC. The 
camp had been abandoned for several 
years and nearly destroyed by vandals. 
Thanks to Northwest suburban residents 
who donated time, money and materials 
the camp is In working order, Peterson 
says. 


AND THE KIDS low It, he odds. Pork 


districts have been using the camp for 
programs they have for handicapped 
children. At Kirk Center, 174 students, 
ages 3 to 21, have been using the camp 
this summer along with handicapped stu- 
dents from Clenrbrook Center, Palatine- 
Rolling Meadows Dlst. IS, Schaumburg 
Township Dlst. 54 and Arlington Heights 
Dlst. 23. 


The camp Is open to all handicapped 


children whether they attend public or 
private schools. Some of the students arc 
mentally retarded, have learning dis- 


abilities, emotional problems or physical 
handicaps and some arc hard of hearing 
or legally blind. 


The program at Kirk Center offers stu- 


dents water activities such as fishing, 
booting and swimming; nature activities 
such as hiking and rock hunting; craft 
activities such as making rock jewelry 
and necklaces from tree bark and camp- 
Ing activities complete with camp cook- 
Ing and slng-a-Iongs. 


The water activities seem to be the 


most popular for many of the children. 
"Some of the kids, even the older ones, 
have never fished," says Peterson. "It's 
just a 3-inch fish but to them it's some- 
thing," he says. The 11-ncrc lake is well 
stocked. Between 15 to 20 sun fish, blue 
gills and bass are caught each day, says 
Peterson. 


Approximately 15 children swim at one 


time and arc supervised by eight adults. 
The children really have no trouble 
swimming, says Peterson. "Our biggest 
problem Is they don't wont to get out," 
ho says. 


THE CHILDREN are "very excited to 


go," to the camp, says Peterson. "They 
don't want to leave when they get there 
and they want to go the next day."

NEC's ultimate goal is to make the 


camp residential. Children would stay 
there overnight one week or two at a 
time. The camp has five wooden cabins 
that could house approximately 12 chil- 
dren, each but it may be some time be- 
fore they can be remodeled or rebuilt, 
says Peterson. 


THE FIRST residential stay is sched- 


uled for Aug. 4 for one week. Approxi- 
mately 15 children will use the main 
lodge and possibly the health lodge for 
sleeping. 


Kirk Center Principal Ronald Sterrett 


says NEC is encouraging all organiza- 
tions which serve handicapped children 
to use the camp. Organizations located 
outside the NEC area may use the camp 
If they pay tuition. The camp is free to 
most organizations in the NEC area and 
arrangements con be made through Kirk 
Center. 


"The thing we want is use," says Ster- 


rott. "We can't let it lie idle."

Citizens volunteer labor 
to clean up school library

The gunned outrage at the fire- 


bombing June 10 of the Wheeling High 
School library is still bristling the com- 
munity, but gradually the anger Is being 
replaced by determination on the part of 
many residents to restore the facility. 


A massive cleanup campaign began al- 


most immediately after one or more ar- 
sonists almost destroyed the library con- 
taining 22,000 books, leaving it a charred 
and blackened shambles. 


Students, parents and many others 


have Joined In the effort out of a sense of 
pride in the school, a love of books or 
just a desire to help. 


One of the biggest jobs Involved In put- 


ting the ruined library back together Is 
cleaning the approximately 100,000 soot 
and smoke-stained cards In the card 
catalogue. 


The task has been undertaken largely 


by Alberta Klockc, 24S E. Wayne PI., 
who has enlisted tho aid of neighbors and 
friend* over tho past three or four weeks 
and Is looklngf for others willing to share 
the tedious work. 


Mns. KLOCKE and five other women 


sat at an umbrella-shaded redwood pic- 
nic table In the driveway of the Klockc 
home Tuesday, carefully cleaning the 
cards one by one with wallpaper cleaner. 
As one set of cards was finished, the 
worker exchanged It for another from 
the stacks of blackened drawers in the 
Klockes* garage. 


The job Is about half-way complete and 


Mrs. Klockc is hoping for enough volun- 
teer to finish the remaining 60,000 cards 
before school starts the last week in Au- 
gust. 


"If everybody went over there to see 


the mess that used to be the library, the 
phone would be ringing off the wall with 
volunteers," she commented. 


The bitterness over the destruction of 


the library comes through in her words 
and In a discussion among the women 
about the incident. 


Mrs. Klockc and two others working 


Tuesday, Elaine Knowles, 286 George 
Rd. and Nclda Paisley, 567 W. Green 
Dr., helped along with other volunteers 
to set up the library when Wheeling High 
School first opened back In 1964. 


"Ml. WE HEALLY have in Wheeling 


Is the high school — I mean everything 
that hnopcns In the community is there," 
Mrs. Klockc said. "It made me sick to go 
In there and sec what those animals did, 
and that's what they must be to have 
done something like that." 


The group agreed with Vcra Fabian of 


Prospect Heights, who said she thought 
those responsible for the fircbombing 
should be required to labor in tho clean- 
up and restoration of the library. 


"Whoever did It should have to go 


clean up the whole place with a tooth- 
brush." she commented, adding that the 
parents of the arsonists should also be 
required to help. 


Tho two youths charged with arson in 


the case are to appear before Judge Har- 
old Sullivan In Circuit Court in Skokie 
Sept. 10. Erwin J. Kopecky, 18, of 912 
Wllshlrc Dr., and James Scrowka, 18, of 
287 E. Norman Ln.. arc charged with 
starting tho fire which caused an esti- 
mated $350,000 damage. 


The outlook for completely repairing 


the damage to make the library usable 
by the time school begins is uncertain, 
said Steve Berry, assistant principal. 


BERRY SAID MOST of the debris has 


been cleared out of the room, along with 
the books and library furniture and 
emilpmcnt. Work is to begin soon, he 
said, on replacing electrical wiring, re- 
painting and refurbishing the entire 
area. 
c 
wflthc library Is unavailable when 


classes begin, the plan Is to set up a tem- 
porary library In the English and social 
science resource rooms. 


Berry said he hod no Idea how Ion? It 


will take to rebuild the library's collec- 
tion of books. Some books have already 
been ordered, but others are probably ir- 
replaceable because they are out of 


print. Library tables, chairs and other 
equipment have been ordered. 


Berry said he is not aware if any final 


damage figures have yet been deter- 
mined by the insurance company. 


Although most of the damage in the 


fire was to the library,, other areas were 
also affected, Including an audio-visual 
lab directly west of the library, a tele- 
vision studio and control room and two 
classrooms above the library. 


BERRY SAID these facilities should be 


ready for use when school opens. 


Commenting on the time and effort 


that has been donated by volunteers this 
summer in the library clean-up, Berry 
sold, "I've been very encouraged by the 
number of people who want to help in all 
phases of the work on the library." 


Mrs. Klocke is serving as coordinator 


of adult volunteers and Kathy Nellessen, 
3201 Ellen Dr., is organizing student vol- 
unteers.

card catalogue or helping in other ways 
with the library restoration should call 
the school at 537-6500. 


Debbie realizes a dream 
-to be 'cop on a beat!

After months of waiting, letter-writing, 


kidding, some disappointment and a lot 
of perseverance, Debbie Brush Is finally 
getting a chance at her career. 


Today, 22-year-old Debbie will stand 


beside four men to be sworn In as a new 
full-fledged police officer for the Village 
of Roscllc, population 12,000. 


The move will mean several "firsts" 


for her as she becomes the first woman 
to join that department and takes her 
first step in a career she has wanted 
since entering college to study criminolo- 
gy. 


Between those college days and the 


start of work today, Debbie spent a year 
as a radio police dispatcher In Rolling 
Meadows, where she originally had 
hoped to become a police officer. It was 
an inch of height that blocked her chan- 
ces In February of trying out for the city 
department (her 5-foot 8-inch frame did 
not meet the department's 5-foot 9-lnch 
minimum; and consequently led to the 
Roscltc post. 


THE MONTHS since then have been a 


search to find a department that would 
give her a chance, a search that pro- 
duced the Rosellc offer and a potential 
offer from the Illinois State Police. 


Debbie, who lives with her husband in 


Mount Prospect, was one of the first 
women to take the state police testing 
exam In May. She chose the Rosclle post,

which was offered first, because she 


wanted to work for a local department, 
she said, and because It may be possible 
for her to advance to the department's 
juvenile division, where she eventually 
would like to work. 


"I think the biggest thing I'll have to 


do Is gain the confidence of the other 
officers," Debbie said of her new posi- 
tion. "That will be my biggest goal be- 
cause If a police officer doesn't have con- 
fidence in his fellow officers he won't 
feel confident if he has to call him for 
back-up assistance and rely on him. 


"ONCE I GET their confidence, half 


the battle will be over. But I don't expect 
anything to come easy." 


Not having things come easily will be 


something Debbie Is accustomed to, how- 
ever. It wasn't easy for her to accept 
rejection from Rolling Meadows five 
months ago, she said. 


"In April after I couldn't take the test 


In the city I wrote about 20 letters to 
departments asking If I could take their 
test. I didn't hear from Rosclle until 
about mid May when they said I could go 
in and pick up an application. That was 
unusual because most departments mall 
it to you." 


First on the testing list was the physi- 


cal agility portion which had not been 
modified for women as the new state po- 
lice testing series had been. It Included 
bench press, military press, sit ups, chin 
ups, an obstacle course run and an en- 
durance run up and down stairs. 


"I COULDN'T DO the bench press or 


the chlnups (from an eight-foot high 
bar), and when I left there I had the 
rottcncst feeling," she recalled. "But one 
of the commissioners said, 'Don't worry, 
you did fine' and told us if we didn't get 
a letter within the week, to show up for 
the written testing the following Satur- 
day. 


"I waited all week for that letter, but 


it didn't come and by Friday I figured I 
must have passed." 


Debbie and 20 others of the original » 


who had taken the test, Including one 
other woman, proceeded to the written 
testing phase. Only ten passed that por- 
tion and only five passed the final oral 
exam phase. 


DURING HER oral testing phase, her 


husband Glen was also required to ap- 
pear and was questioned about his 
thoughts on Debbie's role in the depart- 
ment. 


"They asked him how he would feel if I 


came home one night with a black eye," 
sho laughed. "They asked him how he 
felt about the danger aspect and his oth- 
er thoughts. He told them that he was 
sure I would receive the best training 
possible,' and as far as the danger, he 
said wo were Christians and we believe 
that If we put our lives In God's hand, he 
will protect us. 


"I'm sure he's concerned about the 


danger aspect," Debbie said of her hus- 
band, "but if he's apprehensive, he hides 
it well. He's happy for me and has al- 
ways encouraged me. He's glad I'm fi- 
nally on the road." 


THERE ARE mixed emotions that 


come to mind, she said, when she thinks 
' about her year of work in Rolling Mead- 


ows. She 
doesn't hide her dis- 


couragement in not being able to take 
the police test, although the department 
has since hired a woman, Sharon Ul- 
rcich, as its first woman officer earlier 
this month. But at the same time she felt 
"kind of said to leave." 


"I had mixed feelings about working 


for the city. I was disappointed in the 
manner that the testing was handled, but 
I gained valuable experience on the radio 
and received an excellent salary for 
what I did and made some friends, too," 
Debbie said. 


"I feel my experience in Rolljng Mead- 


ows Is like a chapter. Now there are big- 
ger and better things to go on to. You 
can't just stop." 


Her ultimate-goal? It was a question 


put to her during her oral exam in 
Roselle and her reply was "to be chief of 
police," she said with a smile. For now, 
though, she is content to start the routine 
of a beat cop. 


"I'm sure this Is what I want to do. 


now. If I find I'm not cut out for it, then 
I'll go out and find something else. But 
you'll never know unless you try."

Merenkov charges untrue, 
says Buffalo 
Grove chief

Buffalo Grove Police Chief Harry 


Walsh said recent charges against the 
police department by former patrolman 
Floyd Marcnkov arc untrue and he con- 
siders the matter "closed." 
" Walsh and Village Mgr. Daniel Larson 
released an eight-page statement Tues- 
day in response to Merenkov's charges. 
The statement says the village and police 
department were unable to respond pre- 
viously to the allegations because of the 
p e n d i n g charges against Merenkov. 
Walsh was seeking to dismiss Merenkov 
from the force. 


The charges against Merenkov were 


dismissed by the fire and police commis- 
sion Saturday, and the patrolman has 
since resigned from the police depart- 
ment. 


"NOW THAT THE matter is entirely 


disposed of, it becomes possible for the 
village and the police department to re- 
spond to-a series of allegations which we 
believe were always known by Mr. Me- 
renkov to be lacking in specificity and 
had originated as a result of heresay and 
rumor," the statement reads. 


"Our investigation found that the 


charges contained herein were either un- 
true or unfounded," it further states. 


Following his suspension July 5, Me- 


renkov charged that some sergeants in 
the department were guilty of theft and 
misconduct. He said he was suspended 
after asking for an investigation. 


Walsh said Merenkov did not bring the 


allegations to his attention or that of the 
department supervisors until shortly be- 
fore his suspension. 


Walsh said Merenkov was suspended 


because be attempted to discredit one 
member of the department over a matter 
that he (Walsh) considered to be re- 
solved. 


IN A FORMAL complaint, Merenkov 


was charged with disobeying an order, 
insubordination and disrespect for a su- 
pervisor, taking action derogatory to the 
department and discrediting the force. 


Merenkov, in turn, charged that one 


member of the department had stolen 
merchandise from a local store, others 
had taken gasoline from village pumps 
for their private aulos, and unauthorized 
women riders in squad cars and worn 
civilian clothes without authorization. 


The matter which led to Merenkov's 


suspension involved a packet of mari- 
juana and was discovered in the jacket 
belonging to a sergeant. Walsh said the 
sergeant told him he had received the 
marijuana from a "young person" who 
asked that it be destroyed. 


He said he had no reason to doubt the 


sergeant's word and considered the mat- 
ter closed after ordering the marijuana 
destroyed. Merenkov was ordered to stop 
discussing the matter and was suspended 
when he refused, Walsh said. 


"He (Merenkov) was talking to others 


in the department, conspiring to circum- 
vent the office of the chief of police," 
Walsh said. 


CONCERNING other allegations by 


Merenkov, Walsh said many were based' 
on "second hand information" and could 


not be documented by Merenkov. 


Hie theft from Scott's Store in the Buf- 


falo Grove Mall, Walsh said, allegedly 
occurred in February, 1971, seven 
months before Merenkov joined the po- 
lice force. He said Merenkov was unable 
to furnish the department with informa- 
tion on the incident, "except that it oc- 
curred approximately three years be 
fore." 


Investigation by the police department, 


Walsh said, failed to prove that a theft 
had taken place. All it revealed, he said, 
was that a member of the department 
had taken two items which had been dis- 
carded as trash at the store. 


During the recent gasoline shortage, 


Walsh said, members of the department 
who lived outside the village were 
allowed to take gasoline from village 
pumps for their private autos. The rea- 
son far that, he said, xvas to make sure 
the individuals would be able to get to 
work. 


INVESTIGATION by the department, 


Walsh said, failed to disclose that any 
members of the department took gaso- 
line without authorization. 


Walsh said the same holds true for the 


allegations that some policemen have 
had unauthorized women riders in squad 
cars and that some have worn civilian 
clothes without permission. 


The village has a "ride-along" pro- 


gram, Walsh said, and in some cases 
women have been on patrol with police- 
men. In some cases the department also 
has believed it was advantageous, ho 
said, to allow policemen to wear civilian 
clothes. 


The names of the persons charged by 


Merenkov were not included in Tues- 
day's statement. "We have not indicated 


the names of any of the personnel in- 
volved because we think it unfair to do 
so on the basis of the unjustified allega- 
tions," the statement read. 


Walsh said, however, that the names 


and his findings would be turned over to 
the fire and police commission. 


TRUSTEE Edward Osmon last week 


called for all police department person- 
nel to take polygraph examinations. He 
said the lie detector tests would either 
clear the department of all charges or 
reveal those that are guilty of mis- 
conduct. 


Walsh said he would submit to a pol- 


ygraph, but would be hesitant to require 
it of all personnel. "It is my belief that 
when the accusers take a polygraph I 
will, if necessary, order the policemen 
involved to takeone," he said. 


Merenkov said he is willing to take a 


lie detector test, but does not know 
whether some of his former colleagues 
on the department, who told him about 
some of the alleged misconduct, would 
be willing to submit to the test.

2 bills to improve school bus safety

Two bills strengthening school bus 


safety laws are expected to be signed 
into law soon by Gov. Daniel Walker. 


The bills, authorized by State Sen. 


Bradley Glass, R-Northbrook, broaden 
the classification of school bates to In- 
clude vehicles serving private and paro- 
chial schools. The legislation also calls 
for state-supervised driver and pupil 
school bus safely education programs. 


Under the new legislation, vehicles 


operated by "a public or private nur- 
sery, primary, secondary or parental 
school" and "a public or private organi- 
zation which regularly conducts activi- 
ties" for persons under 18 years of ago 
would bo required to observe state regu- 
lations for yellow school buses. 


THE NEW BILL would hnvo no effect 


on commercial carriers, such as United 
Motor Coach of DCS Plalncs, which carry 
school children on regular transit routes. 


C u r r e n t state regulations require 


school buses to bo painted bright yellow 
with "School Bus" signs. Each bus must 
also have a "stop" arm that swings out 
when children are boarding and getting 
off tho bus. 


State equipment specifications for 


school buses also Include flashing lights 
front and rear, first aid kit, fire ex- 
tinguisher, automatic buzzer for emer- 
gency door and other safety features. 
School bus drivers also are expected to 
observe moro stringent regulations than 
commercial carriers in operation of tho 
vehicle. 


Glass' bill calls for tho secretary of 


state to issue distinctive registration 
plates for school buses. 


It also requires drivers to obtain a 


school bus driver permit from the sccro- 
tnry of state. To receive tho permit, a 
driver must bo 21 or older, hold a valid 
driver's license for three consecutive 
years and successfully pass a written 
test on school bus operation, safety and 
traffic laws.

The new legislation also would require 


public and state supported schools to pro- 
vide instruction in bus safety for all 
youngsters in kindergarten through high 
school. Instruction in safe bus riding 
practices, including emergency evac- 
uation drills, would bo given at least 
twice a year to children riding buses. 


State Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 


D-Arllngton Heights, a supporter of the 
bus safety legislation, said she expects 
Walker to sign the bills. Sho added that 
"there is always a question when addi- 
tional money Is Involved."

Must he ahvays add to our load? 


Clark Mollenhoff's 'Watch on Washington' 
Is it over for 'Bebe' Rebozo?

WASHINGTON — Through a scries of 


stalls, Charles W. (Bcbc) Robozo has 
avoided producing records on his finan- 
cinl dealings with President Nixon, but 
the President's best friend Is In serious 
trouble with the special prosecutor's of- 
fice. 


Tho Internal Revenue Service, finally 


freed from the inhibitions of keeping the 
White House posted on all of Its enforce- 
ment moves on the Miami real estate op- 
erator. Is prepared to seek prosecution of 
Rebozo for federal income tax frauds. 


Tho possibility of perjury looms large 


In the testimony that Rcbozo gave in ex- 
ecutive sessions of the Senate Select Wa- 
tergate Committee in Us exploration of 
the mysterious $100,000 in cash Rebozo 
received in 1969 and 1970 from represen- 
tatives of billionaire Howard Hughes. 


It Is fit-bozo's contention that he re- 


ceived the $100,000 In cash In two bundles 
of $50.000 each nt some vague date In 
196D or 1970 as a contribution toward tho 
1972 campaign for President Nixon's re- 
election. 


Tills same cash was placed In a safo 


deposit box shortly afterwards and Re- 
bozo contends that It remained there for 
three years until ho returned it to 
Hughes In early 1073 at the suggestion of 
President Nixon. 


In his Interviews with the Internal Rev- 


cnuc Service In 1973 and with Senate Wa- 
tergate Committee Investigators, Rebozo 
has told several different accounts of the 
times and places when he received the 
bundles of $100 bills. 


Some of these stories have been Incon- 


sistent with the testimony of representa- 
tives of Howard Hughes and tho physical 
circumstances corroborating the accu- 
mulation and delivery of the money. 


Reports of the Federal Reserve Board 


on the serial numbers of the $100 bills 
that Rebozo says were kept In his safe 
from tho time ho received them casts 
doubt upon some of the first stories ho 
told federal Investigators. The record 
demonstrates that some of those- bills 
had not yet been circulated at the time 
Rcbozo had Initially said he received the 
money. 


Some aspects of the criminal In- 


vestigation could result In rather rapid 
Indictment of Rcbozo, but tho Special 
Prosecutor and the Internal Revenue 
Service arc Intent on trying to unwind 
systematically all aspects of his financial 
dealings with Nixon and others.

been living on borrowed money and mys- 
terious cash. 


When a tax investigation of Howard 


Hughes started three years ago, It led to 
Rcbozo, but at that time he had tho 
charmed life of a man identified as a 
close friend of tho' President of the 
United States. It was labeled a "sensitive 
case," and the local tax agent treated 
Rcbozo with a deference seldom accord- 
ed to taxpayers, including notice of what

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records they were seeking and why. 


The pattern of Internal Revenue Ser- 


vice favoritism for the President's pal 
Involved everyone from the IRS agents 
In Florida to such high officials in tho 
Nixon White House as Special Assistant 
John D. Ehrllchman. Even after Ehrlich- 
man left on May 1, 1973, the newly in- 
stalled White House chief of staff, Gen. 
Alexander Haig, showed an unusual de- 
gree of nttentlvcness In seeing that Attor- 
ney General Elliot Richardson and then 
Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox know 
that "the Internal Revenue Service was 
giving Mr. Rebozo a clean bill . . . (af- 
ter) the most thorough investigation in 
years."

havo been raised on the basis of testi- 
mony and evidence available to IRS offi- 
cials. 


• The tax agent permitted Rebozo's 


attorney, rather than the IRS, to obtain 
information that would corroborate or 
destroy the credibility of third-party 
witnesses. 


• There were no efforts to conduct ad- 


ditional Interviews with Rebozo even af- 
ter tho IRS had learned Rebozo had 
changed previous statements on dates 
and places of delivery of large sums of 
cash- 


• Tax agents confided to Rebozo that 


tho IRS did not Intend to pursue a crimi- 
nal investigation of his financial affairs, 
even though there were outstanding 
questions involving largo sums of money 
and a refusal by Rebozo and his lawyer 
to produce records. 


Now that the facade of great wealth 


has been pulled away, the special treat- 
ment has vanished, and Bebe Rebozo for 
tho first time in more than five years is 
being treated as any other citizen. In 
fact, it might now bo said that his con- 
nections with the President have become 
a handicap. 


Only Bebe can say whether the years

The taxpayer will hold the 
bag for hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, perhaps millions, in inter- 
est payments for the tax warrants. 


For 11 years in Cook County, tax 


bills have been late. For 11 years, 
county officials have offered new 
excuses for the delay. For 11 
years, the foul-ups responsible for

seem in- 


significant when compared to the 
tax disasters of the new year. 


This yoar is no exception. County 


Comptroller Tom Beck is estimat- 
ing that for every month of late tax 
bills, the cost to 575 taxing bodies 
will be $6 million in interest. That's 
$12 million if bills are due Oct. 1, 
not Aug. 1 — and that's a needless 
expenditure of our tax money. 


This is an election year in Cook 


County. Government officials have 
not yet started the usual finger- 
pointing game of placing the blame 
for late tax bills. Perhaps the rea- 
son is that the county has not'an- 
nounced the deadline for second-in- 
stallment tax payments. The origi-

In 
fact, the county approved last 
year and implemented this year a 
two-payment plan that uses an "es- 
timated" first bill and earlier col- 
lection deadlines. 


Something more is needed to im- 


prove the tax collection process. 
Something more than excuses. 
Something more than knee-jerk re- 
action to pending tax disaster. In 
this election year, when candidates 
will do much talking, taxpayers 
should look for an answer to solve 
this problem. 


One method of easing the burden 


on taxpayers would be to spread 


• the cost of TAWs throughout all 
taxing bodies, so that taxpayers in 
poorer taxing bodies would not be 
p u n i s h e d unduly. Most im- 
portantly, though, late tax bills re- 
sult from human ineptness; this in- 
eptness can be relieved, in part, 
when voters go to the polls this No- 
vember.

cost of living In the suburbs as reasons 
for the Increase. A rise in the number of 
women trying to support their children 
without husbands has also contributed. 


By applying for general assistance 


funds, needy families can get temporary 
financial aid until the crisis blows over 
or until they receive Cook County public 
aid or unemployment Insurance. Tlio 
township pays for such items as food, 
rent, medical and hospital bills. 


C o m b i n e d general assistance ex- 


penditures In the five townships more 
than doubled last month compared to 
June, 197.1. Last month, the townships 
helped &I5 persons. In June, 1073, they 
helped 3G3 persons. 


Although July figures arc not yet avail- 


able for all townships, tiiey arc expected 
to be even higher. Wheeling Township 
spent $fl,077 In aid In July as compared 
with $2.386 for the same month a year 
ago. In June, the township gave out 
$4.039 in aid. 


"The Northwest suburbs arc 
not 


alone," said a spokesman for the Illinois 
Dcpt. of Public Aid. "General assistance 
expenditures In all of Cook County's so 
townships have considerably increased in 
the past year." 


THE FIVE Northwest suburban town- 


ships have budgeted nearly $500.000 in 
general assistance for the 197-1-75 fiscal 
year which started March 1. Individual 
b u d g e t s by township arc: Maine, 
$170,1169; Elk Grove. $7l),400; Wheeling, 
$38,930; Schaumburg, $75,000; and Pala- 
tine. $39,800. The townships levy a spe- 
cial tax for general assistance. 


In the past, townships often had funds 


left over nt the end of the year to carry 
Into the next budget. Tills year, social 
workers say there Is little chance that 
will happen. 


Wheeling Township, for the first time, 


must amend Its general assistance budg- 
et by GO per cent, adding $3G,ooo to the 
$58.950 already budgeted. The other 
townships expect to use up all their gen- 
eral assistance funds, possibly before the 
year Is over,

the cement truck drivers' strike which 
started In May. Drivers as well as people 
in related industries who were Idled be- 
cause of the strike needed assistance, 
said Jane Klatt, social worker. 


"We're getting an awful lot of single 


parents, too," she said. "Women, who 
when the breadwinner leaves, do not have 
a single cent to pay the rent." 


Ethel Kolerus, Wheeling Township su- 


pervisor, pointed to the large number of 
new apartment complexes in the town- 
ship as one reason for the increases. "I 


think a great deal of our cases are com- 
ing out of the apartment areas where 
there is $275 a month rent to pay and the 
people just can't cut it," she said. 


Glnny Johnson, caseworker for Pala- 


tine Township, said she started noticing 
the increase last winter. She said she 
now handles about 25 cases a month 
when a year ago she handled 15. 


"ONE THING Is that public aid cases 


are not getting old right away," she said. 
"It used to be only 10 days a woman had 
to wait to get on ADC (Aid to Dependent 


Children) and we would have to make 
one rent payment for her. Now it's a lot 
longer and we have to make two rent 
payments and buy two months^f food." 


She said there has also been an in- 


crease in middle-income families who 
could pay bills before, but now with in- 
flation are having trouble. Primarily 
they need help with large medical bills, 
she said. 


Mrs. Johnson said more people needing 


assistance are moving into the township, 
pointing to Rand Grove Village, a hous- 
ing development for moderate-income 
families, 
and 
Winslowe 
Apartments, 


which provides some units for middle-in- 
come families. 


"These people are able to pay their 


bills when they move in," she said. "But 
then something happens. Their family 
situation changes or their car goes out. 
One tiling or another, happens unfore- 
seen. We got quite a few of them out of 
work because of the strike." 


Frances Imig, social worker for Maine 


Township, said she has been helping DCS 
Plaines residents who need help finding 
a place to live and paying the rent. She 
said during the past year old rooming 
houses which used to rent for $20 and $30 


a room have been torn down and re- 
placed with apartment complexes with 
high rents. 


"Hardly a day goes by than I get 


someone in here who says I have no 
home," she said. 


"We get a lot of young people who just 


can't hack the high standard of living on 
the low wages they have. "Most of them 
live in apartments," said Edith Houious, 
Schaumburg Township social worker. 


SHE SAID THE cement strike brought 


many requests from workers in related 
industries. Schaumburg, like 
Palatine 


Township, has a policy that prohibits giv- 
ing financial aid to persons striking for 
more money. 


Margaret Blaschke, Elk Grove Town- 


ship social worker, said she is seeing 
"more and more single mothers with no 
means of support, no insurance, no noth- 
ing." She also said requests for payment 
of hospital bills is higher than ever be- 
fore. 


All five social workers said they arc 


getting more requests from disabled el- 
derly than usual because the new federal 
Supplemental Security Income (SST) is 
not working. Before, blind and disabled 
elderly could get supplemental payments 
from the Department of Public Aid. Now 
they must get the extra money through 
SSI where requirements for eligibility 
are more stringent. Many times the el- 
derly in the Northwest suburbs do not 
qualify, according to the social workers.

Charges place Dwyer School officials' jobs on line

(A newt analysis) 


The careers of (he top administrators 


of (lie Northwest Educational Coopera- 
tive and of the psychologist who has run 
the Dwycr School program for emotio- 
nally disturbed children since it started 
arc on the line In the controversy sur- 
rounding operation of the Arlington 
Heights school. 


Charges that children have been 


abused, that an unqualified staff 
has 


been hired to teach and that teachers 
have engaged In a wide range of "unpro- 
fessional activities, from smoking in the 
classroom to necking In the halls," have 
been made by a group of present and 
former staff members of the program 
and reported In The Herald In recent 
weeks. 


The charges, detailed publicly for the 


first time Tuesday by Cook County 
School Supt. Richard Martwlck, focus on 
John Whlpple. the clinical director of the 
Dwycr School program. However, if the 
charges prove to be true, the- Jobs of 
Gloria Klnney, executive director of 
NEC and John Wightman, director of all 
special education programs in the NEC 
nrcn m.iy be In jeopardy. 


MAimtICK ANNOUNCED Tuesday 


Hint 
he has 
summoned 
\Vlghtman, 


Whlpple, Mrs. Kinncy and Robert Tay- 
lor, coordinator of the Dwycr elementary 
•school program, to hi* office for a meet- 
ing Monday. Martwlck made it clear 
that. In addition to discussing the 
charges, he will discuss the possibility of 
•uispendlni? the teaching and school ad- 
ministration certificates that three hold. 


Mn. Kinney said Tuesday she has not 


>ct decided whether to attend the meet- 
ing Wightman said that NEC attorney 
Alljn Frnnkc had told him that It would 
not be necessary to go to the meeting 
becau5o by that time a report on the 
charges will have Iwcn tent to State 
School Supt. Michael Bnkalls. 


NEC governing board Pros. Edith 


Frcund pledged Tuesday to continue the 
bonrd's investigation, begun last week, 
into the charges Last week Martulck 
and seven Dwvcr staff members, two of 
whom nre still with the program, ap- 
peared before the governing board to de- 
tail the charges. 


WHILE PROMISING to continue the 


investigation, and saying that the gov- 
erning board was Impressed by one or 
tno of the persons who appeared with 
Vartwick to make the charges, Mrs 
Trcund attacked Martwlck and teachers 
who have "revealed the exact details of 
specific children's files to the press " 


Mrs Frcuml said the two persons still 


employed at Dwycr who arc making tho 
charges both received poor evaluations 
under the school's new merit salary plan. 
She specifically singled out Barbara 
Hickey. a learning disabilities teacher 
who caillcd NCC administrators in March 


John 
Whlpplo 


to complain about her evaluation, but, 
Mrs. Frcund said, did not mention child 
abuse. 


"Mrs. Hickey has been a teacher In tho 


program for five or six years, but until 
June, 1974, she had made no complaint 
about child abuse," Mrs. Frcund said. 
"If these complalncrs were so concerned 
about the welfare of children, why did 
they put their own considerations first, 
the considerations of their own employ- 
ment?" 


None of those Involved in the Dwycr 


program has Issued a polnt-by-point re- 
buttal to the charges. However, Whipplo, 
teachers In the program who have sup- 
ported him, and other NEC officials havo 
offered some explanations for some of 
the things charged: 


• All concerned admit that teachers at 


Dwycr have used and use paddles on tho 
children In some cases However, they 
say the paddles arc only used with par- 
ent permission under controlled circum- 


stances. NEC officials admit that once, 
In 1972, a child was severely bruised on 
tho buttocks by a paddle, but say the 
actions of the teacher in that case was 
clearly improper and that the teacher 
was forced to resign. Martwick • says 
there have been other, recent cases of 
abuse. 


• NEC officials have been reluctant to 


comment at all about a report that 
Whlpple led a child, who was barking 
like a dog, on a leash and encouraged 
him to "perform" for visitors. 


However, officials privately admit that 


thcro is such a child and that his actions 
were the result of deep psychological dis- 
turbance. They say Whipple's use of a 
"leash" may well have been part of psy- 
chological therapy to allow him to act 
out his fantasy to Its ultimate extreme. 


Officials do, however, agree that It 


would be Inexcusable If Whlpple showed 
off the child to visitors, a charge Whipple 
has denied. 


• Wightman has admitted that ono 


teacher who was employed In the pro- 
gram during the 1972-73 and 1973-74 
school years as coordinator of the junior 
high school program did not have a 
teaching certificate. Wightman said he 
thought the teacher, Michael Blskupskl, 
would qualify for a teaching certificate. 
Blskupski, however, did not qualify, and 
NEC lost an appeal of the case made to 
the state school superintendent. Wight- 
man added that he was unable to find a 
qualified teacher who was willing to take 
the job working with the emotionally dis- 
turbed junior high school children. 


A side issue which may be raised in 


the controversy surrounds the private 
psychology practice which Whipple oper- 
ates out of his Arlington Heights apart- 
ment. A check with the Department of- 
Registration and Education reveals that 
Whlpple Is not licensed to do private 
practice as a psychologist. The practice 
Is unrelated to Whipple's work at Dwyer 
School and has not at this time figured in 
the charges made by Martwick. 


THE NEC governing board has a meet- 


Ing scheduled with Whipple and his attor- 
ney for today at 7:30 p.m. in closed ses- 
sion. NEC officials have said continually 
that they "welcome" an investigation of 
the program and have asked State School 
Supt. Mcchael Bakalis to send a team to 
evaluate it. 


Tuesday, Martwick said that, while tho 


governing board had been responsive 
when it heard the teachers making the 
charges, "I have been referred at times 
to their attorney," and said he thought 
changes In the program should occur fas- 
ter than the governing board seemed to 
want. 


In addition, Martwick said his office 


will be contacting all parents who had 
children in the program during the past 
year. He said some parents have called 
his office, but have been afraid to come 
forward publicly. 


Martwick also said he is not attacking 


the idea of having a special program for 
emotionally disturbed children in the 
public schools. "This is a great program. 
We're talking about the administration of 
the program."

Ohhh, my aching head ... 


There's new help for an old affliction 


(Headache Is a common affliction of 


millions of Americans, but there items 
now lo be new hope for It* control, If not 
its cui«. In the first of • two-part series 
Eleanor Hives examines what's being 
done today to help headache sufferers.) 


by ELEANOR RIVES 


No affliction Is so common as the com- 


mon headache, except perhaps the com- 
mon cold. 


Forty-two million Americans suffer 


chronic, recurring headaches ranging In 
severity from mild to excruciating. They 
spend more than $400 million annually 
for over-the-counter pain rollovers, most 
of which are Ineffective for anything be- 
yond mild head pain. 


Of the 42 million headache sufferers, 


half have pain severe enough to drive 
them to bed. Some 12 million, mostly 
women, suffer from migraines, and some 
of these Inadvertently complicate their 
problem by becoming deeply depressed 
over their condition — with resultant 
depression headaches. Men with "clus- 


ter" headaches have been known to at- 
tempt suicide, so agonizing Is their tor- 
ture. 


HEADACHE MAY bo "all in your 


head" but It certainly Is not "all In your 
mind." The pain is real, not imagined. It 
Is a symptom, not on illness in itself. 
There is a medical reason for it, and 
there is medical help for it. 


Dr. Seymour Diamond, assistant pro- 


fessor of neurology-at Chicago Medical 
School and former chairman of the De- 
partment of Family Medicine, St. Joseph 
Hospital, Chicago, is ono of a growing 
number of headache hunters who are 
bringing new hope and new treatments to 
those who suffer from this ailment. His 
interest in the headache syndrome was 
' aroused after he became Involved In a 
study of depression. Since then, head- 
aches have become the focal point of his 
professional life. 


"Headache sufferers are the most ma- 


ligned and shifted patients there are," he 
said. "Often their problems are almost 
Ignored." 


DR. DIAMOND is founder and presi- 


dent of the 2%-year-old National Mi- 
graine Foundation. He also co-directs a 
headache clinic on Chicago's northwest 
side which screens an average of 2,000 
new patients each year, mostly the 
"tough" cases that have been referred to 
the clinic by doctors, sometimes by for- 
mer clinic patients. 


According to Dr. Diamond, headaches 


may be roughly divided into three broad 
categories. 


• Vascular headaches, in which there 


is dilation of the arteries, Inside and out- 
side the skull. These include migraines 
(90 per cent of its victims are women); 
cluster headaches (five times more 
frequent in men than women!); head- 
aches duo to high blood pressure; and 
toxic headaches — those induced by fc- 
ver, 
alcohol (hangover), poisonous 


gases, withdrawal from drugs, and the 
like. 
' 
' 


• Psychogenic headaches, often called 


"tension headaches." Associated with fa- 


tigue or temporary stress, psycbogenlc 
headaches are accompanied by per- 
sistent contraction of the head, face and 
neck muscles, with resulting dull, per- 
sistent pain distributed in a "hatband" 
pattern, or generalized aching over the 
entire head. 


Mild tension headaches may be re- 


lieved by over-the-counter remedies and 
are seldom brought to the attention of a 
doctor. It is the more serious, in- 
capacitating, 
persistent 
psychogenic 


headache that drives its victim, driven 
by anxiety and depression, to seek the 
help of a physician. 


« Traction, or Inflammatory, head- 


aches, organic in origin and usually re- 
lated to such diseases as stroke, brain 
tumor, aneurisms or diseases of the 
eyes, ears, nose, throat and teeth. The 
' headache is secondary to the underlying 
disease and disappears with alleviation 
of the disease. Though the most serious, 
these headaches are not usually the most 
painful. 


"Severe headache Is infrequently 


caused by organic disease," stated Dr. 
Diamond. 


The most common of all vascular 


headaches is the migraine, a recurrent, 
throbbing type of pain, usually limited to 
one side of the head, but sometimes 
shifting to the other side. Far more com- 
mon in women than men, migraine is 
considered hereditary; about 75 per cent 
of its sufferers have a migraine family 
history. 


PRIME VICTIMS, according to the 


National Migraine Foundation, are per- 
fectionist, hard-driving individuals who 
work under a great deal of stress. Under- 
going headache therapy, they are ad- 
vised to keep their environment more 
flexible, never to overload themselves 
with more tasks than they can handle. 


In classic migraines, the patient has 


warning signals as the attack begins, 
phenomena such as flashing lights and 
colors, zigzag patterns and blind spots. 
In common migraines, these symptoms 
are absent or unrecognized. 


Though migraine headaches seriously 


impair the quality of life for a good 
many people, they are officially labeled 
as an affliction, not a disease, and there- 
fore research does not qualify for federal 
financial support. 


THE NATIONAL Migraine Foundation 


at 2422 W. Foster Ave., Chicago, a non- 
profit organization dedicated to further- 
ing headache research projects through- 
out the country, Invites headache suf- 
ferers, their families and friends, or any- 
one interested In bring relief to the head- 
ache victim to send In a $10 membership 
fee. Members receive a quarterly news- 
letter and are encouraged to use the 
foundation as a referral agency for guid- 
ance on help for headache problems. 


"After all," said Donald W. Deane, ex- 


ecutive director. "Ten dollars Isn't too 
much to help somebody out of a night- 
mare!"

DESPERATE OVER the increasing severity of her 
headache attacks, Mrs. Robert Swanson of Arling- 
ton Heights entered Dr. Seymour Diamond's head- 
ache clinic, one of the very few modern headache 
treatment centers in the country today. After the 
compilation of her history, a barrage of lab tests 
and a neurological examination, Mrs. Swanson is 
assured by Dr. Diamond that her migraines can be 
controlled.

Some 12 million people in the United 


States suffer from migraine headaches. 
Mrs. Robert Swanson of Arlington 
Heights is one of them. 


A few months ago she was tortured 


with headache pain so severe she could 
do nothing but run from room to room 
sobbing. Relief came in the form of an 
Injection from her doctor, slipping her 
from consciousness into deep sleep. 
When she awoke, the headache pain, just 
ds severe, had switched to the other side. 


Dclores Swanson needed little urging 


when her doctor suggested enlisting the 
help of the headache clinic. He had al- 
ready directed her through a maze of 
medications; a mild sedative, a tranquil- 
izcr, a mood elevator, an estrogen com- 
pound, an antl-convulsant, a blood vessel 
constrictor. 


SHE HAD ALREADY had a barrage of 


hospital tests: skull x-rays, a brain scan, 
an electroencephalogram, upper and low- 
er gastrointestinal tests. The results as- 
sured her there was nothing wrong. 


"I'm healthy as a horse and sick as a 


. dog," she moaned. 


Before any examination takes place at 


the headache clinic, a patient completes 
a 
questionnaire with 132 yes-or-no 


queries. She is then interviewed In depth 


by a nurse who compiles a history as 
they converse. 


Through these procedures, a clearer 


picture of the nature of Dclores' afflic- 
tion took shape. She remembered all too 
clearly her mother's attacks of "sick 
headaches." Her own began when she 
was only 15. They had become increas- 
ingly severe, particularly in the last two 
years as she approached her late forties, 
occurring about once a week and lasting 
from one to three days. 


THE PAIN — stabbing, pounding, 


sharp — begins at the base of her neck, 
goes up through the temple and some- 
times above the eye. It occurs on either 
side of her head, may later shift to the 
other side. Often it is accompanied by 
nausea. 


Because foods which contain tyramlne 


(such as aged cheese, nuts, chocolate), 
or histamine (such as many red wines) 
may trigger headaches in 20 to 30 per 
cent of migraine patients, she was given 
a list of foods and liquors to avoid. Her 
sleeping habits, were probed; both under- 
sleeping and over-sleeping can precipi- 
tate a headache. Her general lifestyle 
was considered. 


"I guess I am a perfectionist," she 


said. "I have a tendency to take on too 
many things at once." 


LABORATORY WORK at the headache 


clinic consists of skull x-rays, an cch- 
ogram, an evaluation of all body organ 
systems, a thyroid function evaluation, a 
complete blood count, a urinalysls, and 
any other tests needed. 


Mrs. Swanson was sent home with new 


medication; a detailed calendar to 
record every headache as to time, sev- 
erity, medication taken and relief obtain- 
ed; and a strict injunction to discontinue 
any form of estrogen. Migraines often 
disappear at menopause; hormones may 
prolong the period of their incidence. 


In the following three weeks, Delores 


experienced only two mild headaches, 
both of which were dissipated by the me- 
dication. On her second visit to the clinic 
she was given the results of her lab tests 
— all normal, except that she was 
slightly anemic. Now she takes an iron 
supplement. 


WITH CAREFUL attention to diet, rest 


habits, lifestyle and balanced medica- 
tion, Delores Swanson has had only one 
headache since then; one that was not 
crippling but from which she could r*. 
cover and continue her day. 
' 


"Something has helped," she said. "I 


don't know what. I will be satisfied if I 
merely keep my headaches under con- 
trol. But if they go away forever — what 
a wonderful event that would be in my 
life!"

out love, trust and sharing. Maybe this 
will help to remind you that you are not 
alone. You arc going through a new ex- 
perience of having to think of yourself 
and your needs for a change.

• I think you had community property 


In mind, but that law does not apply in 
Illinois which is not a community proper- 
ty state. In such a state, a husband's or 
wife's share of property belongs to what 
is called the "marital community" and 
not to either spouse. When this marital 
community breaks up, the property is di- 
vided between the husband and wife. 
This brief description of it may sound as 
though it were perfect. It is not and has 
as many drawbacks and problems as any 
other form. 


You would probably be entitled to 


alimony and child support should you ob- 
tain a divorce, and then your husband 


would have to provide the means wheth- 
er or not it came from his business 
sources. 


If'your husband owned the property 


and business in his name before you 
were married and never bothered to 
'change the title, the property is still his, 
just as the house you owned before you 
were married is still yours. 


As far as you and the business are con- 


cerned, this poses a problem. You state 
that you worked in it but didn't say in 
what capacity, whether or not you were 
treated as an employe, or any other cir- 
cumstances that would help to determine 
your status and interest In the business. 
A husband may ask his wife to work for

Specifically, you might shop now for 
sports equipment, outdoor and camping 
merchandise, and similar summer items 
that are on salo now at cnd-of-thc-soason 
clearance prices. You'll bo giving a dif- 
ferent gift, too, since few people think of 
this kind of present come December. 


How about a thermos jug for a family? 


Or a fitted picnic basket for your favor- 
ite ncwlywcd»? Or a rod and reel for a 


• young fisher person? 


Actually, tho possibilities are endless. 


Even a very elderly individual might 
welcome a lightweight folding aluminum 
chair for comfortable outdoor sitting, 
and just about everybody can use a good 
lantern-typo flashlight. You can also 
spend very little or quite a lot, but 
whichever you choose you'll spend less 
buying this type of merchandise now. 


Wo have been buying a considerable 


amount of summer and recreational-type 
equipment as we set up a vacation place 
at Smith Mountain Lake In Virginia, and 
I've run across three items I'd like to 
call to your attention as good gift possi- 
bilities. 


.MY OWN FAVORITE, and one I plan 


to tuck into a few Christmas stockings 
this year, is a portable nylon hammock 
called a "Minipak" which sells for 
around SB. Tho 20 foot by 7 foot ham- 
mock weighs just 8 ounces, but supports 
up to a quarter of a ton. It's literally 
pocket-sized, as> it folds up Into its own 
little carrying cose which measures 
about 7 inches by 8 inches. Thus it's 
small enough for a Scout or hiker to tuck 
into a backpack, and it's so comfortable 
you could even sleep In it on tho trail. It 
should bo a welcome gift, too, for any 
camping family. For that matter, it's a 
great addition to most any backyard if 
there arc at least a couple of sturdy 
trees available. 


Equally adaptable is a 24 Inch by 70 


inch multi-position lounger with steel 
frame and vinyl cover that wo bought on 
sale for $11.09. This is a newer version of 
the webbed chaise lounge we've all 
known about for years, but It's consid- 
erably more useful. 


Its main advantage is Its versatility, 


since It adjusts to an advertised 38 differ- 
ent positions. We haven't tried all 36, but 
tho figure seems believable. The main 
thing Is that this lounger makes a fairly 
comfortable bed for unexpected guests 
since it opens out to a flat position. You 
can also take it with you on a trip. At 
other times, it's an attractive piece of 
casual furniture for porch, patio, yard or 
garden. 


THE THIRD ITEM we like that you 


might want to look into is an inflatable 
boat, which would make a great gift for 
your favorite family. It's portable, too, in 
that you can fold it back into its box and 
take it along in your family car or camp- 
er. 


Yes, inflatable boats have been around 


for years, but they seem much sturdier 
now and arc available In a lot of differ- 
ent sizes and models. 


The one we launched recently weighs 


about 30 pounds and came in a box mea- 
suring 24 inches by 18 Inches by 8 Inches. 
Even inflated, It's hardly a yacht But It 
is fine for puttering around the lake in or 
for doing a little non-serious fishing. 


Billed as being "for use in fresh or salt 


water," it has a bad capacity of 915 
pounds, which is enough for a whole fam- 
ily. 


Moreover, it has "four individual air- 


tight Inflatable compartments." None 
has leaked or been punctured yet, but If 
this should happen the others should 
keep us afloat until we con paddle to 
shore. 


I SHOULD WARN you, though, that 


one thing always loads to another. And 
probably then another. Wo spent just 
$37.50 to buy the boat on sale. Then we 
spent about as much on six new lifejack- 
ets (just In case) plus a couple of oars 
(obviously essential) and a bellows for 
blowing up the boat — inflating it. that 
is. And now we're starting to build a 
dock, which turns out to be quite a proj- 
ect. 


But it's fun. If you don't believe me, 


come on down and see for yourself. Un- 
fortunately we don't have an extra room. 
But we do have an adjustable vinyl 
lounger and a Minipak hammock. Both 
are great for guests ... and great for 
gifts. Especially if you buy them now, at 
the money-saving sales of summer.

him without a salary because the law 
considers it part of her duty to pitch in 
and help her husband. 


• On the other hand, you may have an 


interest In his business If you can prove 
by words and/or deeds that you were 
acting as a partner. Tho following ques- 
tions wilt give you some idea of what I 
mean. 


What was your role in the business? 


Did you act as ua owner or partner? Did 
you buy things for the business to resell? 
Did you have the business bank account 
In your name? Were you able to make 
contracts for the business, sign checks, 
accept merchandise, reorder? Did you 
put money Into the business? These and 
other questions would have to determine 
the extent of your Interest in the business 
before you can claim any Interest In it. 


In general, the privilege of a person's 


right to hold property extends individ- 
ually to a husband and wife. This has its 
advantages and disadvantages since lia- 
bility as well as profit is a major con- 
cern. 


Do not despair. Later on, if you should

seek a divorce, your lawyer may be able 
to work out some kind of a property set- 
tlement.

I have rheumatic heart trouble and 


can't be very active, although I am able 
to do most of my housework. My legs 
Hire me lots of trouble. If I walk outside 
much (he muscles In my legs hurt. My 
family thinks I should walk a lot and 
lake exercises. Will you advise me? 1 
never see anything written about what a 
rheumatic patient can do.

That includes most 
of us hi the American population who arc 
adult males and most women after the 
:hango of life. By comparison, rheumatic 
heart disease Is a rare problem. 


That Is interesting because two of tho 


leading causes of heart disease 80 years 
ago were syphilis and rheumatic heart 
disease. Penicillin In particular almost 
eliminated syphilitic heart disease and 
sharply decreased the Incidence of rheu- 
matic heart disease. 


BUT. JUST AS medical science was 


conquering these problems our way of 
ifo changed, and today atherosclerotic 
icart discoid causing heart attacks and 
other problems is tho big thing. Tho diet 
changes, tho increased use of cigarettes, 
tho lack of exercise — all contributed In 
causing heart disease to remain a major 
leallh problem long after rheumatic 
icart disease, syphilitic heart disease 
and even congenital heart disease were 
under pretty good control in modern so- 
ictlcs. 
I can't say for certain why your legs 


hurt. But, when rheumatic heart disease 
affects the heart's ability to pump blood 
It can limit how much blood you can 
pump to your legs. Then If you exercise

too much, your legs get sore. 


Rheumatic heart disease can cause 


mild changes which don't limit exercise 
ability. Some good athletes have had 
rheumatic heart disease. But, it can 
damage tho heart until little exercise is 
possible. 


THE HEART VALVES may be dam- 


aged causing leaky valves, causing the 
heart to be Inefficient. Or, one or more 
heart valves may bo partially shut be- 
cause of scar tissue that grows over the 
valve from the rheumatic involvement. 
In many Instances damaged valves can 
bo replaced by heart surgery. Whether 
surgery is indicated or not depends a lot 
on the condition of the valves and tho 
over-all health of tho patient. The heart 
muscle Itself can also be damaged by the 
rheumatic process.' 


When tho heart is damaged by rheu- 


matic heart disease it may not be pos- 
sible or desirable to increase exercise 
much. Each patient has to be studied 
carefully to find out exactly what he can 
do. Certainly individuals with this prob- 
lem should not start a do-it-yourself ex- 
ercise program. Exercise is good for 
people with rheumatic heart disease IF- 
tlic heart is in good enough condition to 
permit it. But only a complete exam- 
ination to evaluate your exercise toler- 
ance can determine this.

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Fish biologist maintains 
aquatic balance of nature

Oavo McGlnly knows all the best fish* 


ing spots In Cook County — tho deep 
spots and the locations where bass are 
likely to lurk. But ho doesn't like to fish. 


McGlnty Is almost a one-man fish 


biology department for the Cook County 
Forest Preserve Dlst., and he sees so 
many fish of so many sizes he Isn't Inter- 
ested In the rod and reel any more. 


McGinty's Job as fish biologist Is to 


survey each forest preserve lake for fish, 
and assure a proper balance of healthy 
species. He also supervises stocking of 
the Uout ponds for the pleasure of local 
fishermen and oversees lake water con- 
ditions. 


The primary tool" 'or McGinty's work 


are long gill nets and electric shockers. 
The nets trap IM\ swimming near the 
lake bottoms, and the shockers stun the 
others, bringing them to the surface for 
capture and counting. 


The fish surveys ore scientific efforts, 


with measurements to tenths of Inches. 
The fish arc also weighed and scale sam- 
ples ore taken to determine ages. 


McGlnty and other biologists even 


have a trick to taking tho scales, to In- 
sure a more accurate count. The scales 
are taken from a protected area behind 
one fin. where they aro subject to less 
abuse In fights and scrapes and give a 
more accurate reading of tho fish's age. 


A former high school and college ath- 


lete who was lured Into marine biology 
by a part time university job, McGlnty is 
In his fourth year with the forest pre- 
serve district. 


He has been In charge of stocking re- 


servoirs for the Indiana Dept. of Con- 
srrvatlon when the Cook County job was 
offered to him. He accepted the job and 
set up on entire new department that op- 
erates now on a budget of around $80,000 
a year. Including erosion control. 


Raised in a southern Illinois town near 


the Mississippi River, McGlnty has set- 
tled on on 8-acrc suburban plot with a 
two-acre pond of his own. He uses the 
pond to hold fish while some lakes are 
being cleaned out for restocking. 


A necessary part of McGinty's job is 


killing or disposing of unwanted fish. 
When less desirable varicltles begin to 
take over a lake, or when species like 
perch become too common, McGlnty has 
to step In. 


Even though perch are desirable, 


McGinty explains, they have to be 
thinned or removed because they prolif- 
erate rapidly.'If too many fish are in a 
lake, they will limit each other's growth 
because of the food supply, and fish- 
ermen will not be happy with their catch- 
es. 


Well-meaning citizens arc often respon-

McGlnty said. He has found large gold- 
fish, catfish, carp and minnows In lakes 
that were stocked only with blueglll and 
bass. The extraneous fish were put In by 
"Uncle Charlies and Aunt Henriettas" 
who somehow got fish they didn't want to 
keep but didn't want to kilt, he says. 


The estimated 1.5 million fishermen in 


Cook County are the prime objective of 
McGinty's work. A big part of his job is 
stocking trout that will bo pulled out of 
the lake almost as soon as they are put 
in. 


Because the trout will not spawn in the 


lakes, they ere not an ongoing species 
that will maintain its own population. 
About 10,000 trout are put in each year 
for the sole purpose of fishermen taking 
them out, and few survive enough sea- 
sons to become prize catches. 


McGinty said fishermen line the banks 


of stocked lakes after the three or four- 
day wait following the dumping of the 
trout. If the trout, which McGinty de- 
scribes as dumb, weren't given an accli- 
mation period, they would be fished out 
within two weeks. 


Fish that die in the surveillance pro- 


cess and fish that are killed when a lake 
Is poisoned for a fresh start are a small 
percentage of fish In the county. For a 
good fish management program, 
"You 


have to sacrifice something," McGlnty 
said. 


Getting good fish and good water con- 


ditions are important in the forest pre- 
serve conservation program, where fish- 
ing is regarded as a primary recreation- 
al activity for the seven and a half mil- 
lion residents of Cook County. "If the 
fishermen aren't catching anything, then 
it doesn't mean a damn thing," McGinty 
said of his work. 


Tho lake restocking docs not result in 


death of all the fish. McGlnty, his assist- 
ants, and an intern assistant, as well as 
biologists from the state Dcpt. of Con- 
servation, collect many of the fish with 
the shockers and save them in McGinty's 
pond until the poison has subsidied. They 
arc put back in the water along with new 
adult fish, which will reproduce and mul- 
tiply rapidly. 


Fishing is not ideal in most of Cook 


County, McGlnty says, because most of 
the forest preserve's 30 fishing lakes are 
borrow pits or gravel pits that do not 
have the normal characteristics of a 
lake. Some lakes will support only a 
fraction of what a natural lake the same 
size would nourish. 


Although the lakes here support less 


fish life, there is a high concentration of 
fishermen. McGlnty said anything over 
600 fishing hours per acre In a year is a 
problem, and almost all the lakes In the 
district exceed that by two or four times

Knox and myself joined forces with 
Ducks Unlimited representatives Don 
Muench and Ken McCreary for a day of 
fishing. 


The first scent of getting "skunked" 


however, came as soon as we crossed the 
Wisconsin-Illinois border. Despite the 
clear and peaceful skies that prevailed in 
Arlington Heights, the windshield wipers 
began playing "Rhapsody in Rain" as 
soon as we passed the first cheese stand. 


But awakening to a 5 a.m. alarm clock 


and journeying for an hour and one-half 
deserves more than a quick concession 
to the elements. 


The weather forecast called for clear-' 


ing and partly-cloudy conditions after 
brief and scattered morning showers. 


We optimistically jumped into light 


raingear and proceeded about two miles 
off the breakfront to get our crack at the 
reliably "good fishing reports" that cir- 
culated out of the area. 


Preparing the poles with chartreuse 


and day-glow orange flutterspoons took 
over an hour. The completely-equipped 
craft offered a pair of outriggers plus 
four electric downriggers that guaran- 
teed coverage at every depth. 


The 10-pound weights on the down- 


riggers were especially unique since they 
were the patented idea of some gen- 
tleman who molded them into the form 
of a fish rather than the conventional 
bell or torpedo-shaped sinkers. 


The lake was a quiet sea of l-to-3-foot 


waves, but the steady drizzle kept us un- 
comfortable throughout our preparation. 


Graeme', our skipper, then switched on 


the Vexilar electronic fishfinder and the 
battle was on. 


"I'm picking up a blurb at about 35 


feet," McCreary said while studying the 
graphic screen. "That's you, Ken," he 
said as Knox stiffened in his swivel 
chair in anticipation of our first strike. 


Nothing. 
"There's a school of alewives right be- 


low us, so be ready," McCreary in- 
formed, while taking the controls and 
aiming into 100-150 feet of water. 


"There's one at about eight feet," he 


continued nonstop. "Here it comes, 
Jim," he said as I anxiously prayed for 


the spring release of the outrigger to ex- 
plode. 


No luck. 
After two hours, our silent pleas be- 


came vocal commands. 


From "hit, you fish" to "here, fishy 


fishy" with even a few duck calls thrown 
in for good measure went without notice 
by the obviously present, but uncoopera- 
tive swimmers below. 


Dozens of specks drifted by on the 


electronic fishfinder that was doing the 
job promised on its $1,000 price tag. 


But none of the four multi-colored lures 


or six-inch flashers at the ends of our 
lines drew any attention. 
• 


The marine-band radio on board in- 


dicated that fish were being taken by 
other boats in the area, but we missed 
the depth in the discussion between the 
two party boats jockeying about four 
miles offshore. 


We couldn't stand the sight of a neigh- 


boring craft as it feverishly bustled with 
the advent of a strike — one member 
straining against the weight of his catch, 
another frantically readying the landing 
net and still a third preparing for a si- 
multaneous strike on one of the other 
poles. 


A change in the wind direction (from 


southwest to southeast), an ignition mal- 
function in one of the trolling twin 70- 
horsepower motors and an increase in 
the precipitation gave us three good rea- 
sons to head back to the slip after some 
three hours on the lake. 


You couldn't help notice the unmis- 


takable odor of "skunk" that hovered 
over our boat as we limped back to 
shore. 


One final, but unscheduled attempt by 


our host to go after the fish failed miser- 
ably. While docking the boat, a poorly, 
constructed pier support gave 
way. 


plunging Paxton Into the sobering 82-de- 
gree water.

No matter how many storms you 


weather on a camping trip, you never 
forget the first one you ever experienced. 
The tent roof billows over your head, the 
rain pounds, the wind blows and light- 
ning strikes. Tree branches crack and 
fall and you're certain the next one is for 
you. It's a feeling of stark exposure. 


As years go by, you gain a feeling of 


confidence, in yourself and your equip- 
ment and soon all but the really destruc- 
tive storms become nothing more than 
what they are — a nuisance. 


A camper's initial impulse at the onset 


o! a storm is to get the heck out. In some 
instances that might be a good idea, but 
most of the time it's entirely unneces- 
sary. Today's tents, properly located and 
pitched, can withstand blows that would 
have flattened tents of even a few years 
ago. 


But when winds reach gale force or 


when there Is danger from falling trees, 
It's best to batten down everything pos- 
sible and head for the safest place avail, 
able — usually the car. Experience over 
the years has pretty well proven that the 
car is one of the best places to be, in any 
storm, better even than many permanent 
shelters or buildings. 


Where a car or a building isn't avail- 


able, the camper should seek out a natu- 
ral shelter, such as boulders, ledges or 
oven shallow depressions in open coun- 
try. Any kind of natural shelter is good 
— except trees — they're worse than 
nothing at all. 


They do give a little protection.from 


rain, but getting wet is the least of your 
worries if you are also in danger of get- 
ting hit by a falling branch or struck by 
lightning. 


If a rainstorm is particularly long and 


severe, you had best admit defeat, throw 
all that soggy stuff into the car and split 
— because the next event on the sched- 
ule could be a flood. 


Hazard number two on any camper's 


crisis list, I suppose, is getting lost — 
which has two facets. One is when some* 
body In your party Is lost — the other is 
when you get lost. 


The usual reaction, when a group real, 


izcs that a member is missing, is to go 
rushing off in all directions to find him. 
That's a good way to get three or four 
more people lost. 


The best way to start a search is with 


a noise-making session. 


The more racket you can make the 


better. Gun firing (in the air, please), 
auto horn honking, whistling or just plain 
old-fashioned screaming can help a lost 
person find the way back. Everyone in 
the search should keep up the noise. 


If the noise doesn't produce results and 


it's quite obvious that somebody is really 
lost, it's time to call for help from the 
rangers, law officers and everyone else 
around.

lost, sit down and think. Frequently, just 
sitting there and thinking rationally, you 
can got yourself unlost' without talcing a 
step. Go running off in panic and you 
could put yourself in a real bind. 


While you sit there, quietly examining 


your plight, study landmrks and try to 
recollect your movements. While you're 
thinking, you're also listening, which is 


• when the uproar of the rest of your party 


might be heard. 


If sitting, thinking and listening doesn't 


help, however, it's time for the next 
measure which depends on the coun- 
tryside involved. 


The worst thing Is to go wandering 


aimlessly around. If you really have no 
idea where you are and haven't the fog- 
giest notion of what to do, the best thing 
is to sit tight and wait Then, after a 
search has had time to begin, do things 
to make yourself locotable. Build a smo- 
ky fire, shout and scream (leaving space 
between shouts for a reply), fire a gun. 


If you must move, do it with a plan. 


Two methods are best. One is called the 
straight-lino method — the other is the 
downstream method. 


The first is based on the idea that, in 


most country, if you travel long enough 
in a straight line, and far enough, you'll 
eventually hit a road or something that 
gets you back in touch with the world. 


To keep walking in a straight line, In- 


stead of going around in circles, use a 
landmark. Spot a mountain on the hori- 
zon and walk toward it. Or walk toward 
the sun. If the sun is low enough, you can 
use it to walk in whatever direction you 
think is best to go. 


The downstream method Involves fol- 


lowing the nearest ditch until it conies to 
a gully or creek, and then following that 
until you hit a stream, and so forth. Civ- 
ilization has a way of collecting around 
streams. 


If you're lost and fairly certain you'll 


wind up spending the night out, then be- 
gin to prepare for that possibility well 
before dark. 


Figure out some kind of shelter where 


you will spend the night. After dark it 


will be too late to select a comfortable 
resting spot and you'll wind up not sleep- 
ing at all — trying to rest on bare ground 
and worrying about every sound you 
hear. 


A friend of mine, once lost in north- 


west Wyoming, slept in a tree. He knew 
there were bears in the area, including a 
few grizzlies and so he wasn't interested 
in sleeping on the ground. He used his 
belt to secure himself in a tall pine tree, 
running it around the tree trunk and 
through three belt loops. 


He curled himself on boughs around 


the trunk of the tree and swears he slept 
like a baby all night long. He must have, 
because a search party with lanterns had 
walked within yards of the tree about 
midnight without wakening Mm. They 
were being quiet, they told him, hoping 
to be able to hear him call or shout.

over. At Axchead Lake In Des Plalncs, 
the 18 acres of water average 2,000 man- 
hours of fishing per acre per year. 


McGinty also tries to keep fish popu- 


lations simple, and to provide something 
anyone from a child to a grandmother 
can catch. The more exotic fish, such as 


Walleye and Northern Pike, are stocked 
in small amounts in some lakes, but they 
are usually caught only by skilled fish- 
ermen. 


Operating from a flat-bottom Jon-boat 


with a five horsepower engine, McGinty 
maintains a constant program of 
analysis of the lakes.

Record response 
for deer permits 


An estimated 50,000 shotgun deer per- 


mit applications were received by the Il- 
linois Department of Conservation per- 
mit office in the June 24 mail, the first 
day prospective hunters could apply for 
permits. 


This was 20,000 more than were re- 


ceived during the first day's mail in 1973, 
and by far the most ever received in a 
first day's mailing since Illinois began its 
deer season in 1S57. 


"We expect quite a few county quotas 


to be filled from the first day's mail, 
since we are selling only 57,800 permits 
in 96 counties," said Tony Dean, director 
of the Department. 


Dean said applications are being ban- 


died on a first-come, first-served basis. 
"Our clerks are processing applications 
as they are randomly pulled out of the 
mail sacks. It's like a lottery, with Mon- 
day morning's mail first in the draw- 
ing." 
' Due to the heavy load of mail, appli- 
cants should not expect their permits un- 
til August

and 17, and Dec. 13,14 and 15. 


said. His duties also include manage- 
ment of banks, watersheds and anything 
that can affect the quality of the lake, 
McGinty said. 


Although McGinty was injured this 


year and is unable to participate in all 
his programs, his work is continuing 
through the use of assistants, the sum- 
mer intern and the regional fish biologist 
of the Dept of Conservation. 


The laying of nets, counting of scales, 


and the weighing and measuring go on 
throughout the wanner months to assure 
local fishermen the opportunity to talk 
about the big one that got away—and to 
hook a few that didn't.

Summer of running leads 
to Jr. Olympics position 


by ART MUGALIAN 


Watching him run in a park district 


track meet at Conant High School, you 
get the feeling that Stevo Schcllcnbcrgcr 
could bo tho best at anything ho tries — 
onco ho slops Into his Adidas. 


Schcllcnbcrgcr was tho best quarter- 


miicr In tho Mid-Suburban League this 
past season. Next year tho 15-year-old 
Forest View track star may bo the best 
hnlf-mllcr. 


Tho versatile, dark-haired nmncr was 


just goofing around when ho rattled off a 
quick 4:39.2 mile at Conant lost Thurs- 
day. He followed that with a Sl-sccond 
quarter without oven working up a 
sweat. Then Stovo announced that ho 


would run In the two-mile just to keep 
loose. 


Schcllcnberger had come to Conant 


with his coach, Bill Mohrmann of Forest 
View, In hopes of running the 880 against 
BUI Jnrockl, former Fremd runner BOW 
at Northwestern U. But there was no 880* 
run Thursday, so Schcllcnberger bad to 
be satisfied with what there was. 


"I talked Coach Mohrmann into com- 


ing here tonight because I was getting 
bored with workouts," said Steve. 
"Morning and night— it's been almost a 
month slnco I ran a race." 


Tho lost time Schcllcnberger raced, he 


turned in a superb 1:53.2 half-mile at 
Gary, Ind., to qualify for the national

track ipeoditor Stovo Schellenborgar 
will journey to Lincoln, Neb., for the 
National AAU Junior Olympics on 
Aug. 9. He qualified with a 1:53.2 


half-milo in Gary, Ind. Schellonber- 
gor, who will be a junior at Forost 
View in September, was a 440 spe- 
cialist last season, but he may shift 
his emphasis to the 880. 


AAU Junior Olympics at Lincoln, Neb. 
on Aug. 9-12. 


As a sophomore last season at Forest 


View, Steve made his mark as a quarter- 
mller. His best time was :49.3, excellent 
for a 16-year-old. Schellenberger quali- 
fied easily In that event for the state 
meet in Charleston. Steve also ran com- 
petitively in the 100-yard dash, the 220, 
and the 880, in addition to anchoring the 
Falcons' mile relay team. 


But Mohrmann thinks that the 880 will 


bo Steve's best event, and for good rea- 
son, in light of his performance i» Gary. 


"Maybe next year we'll lean toward 


the half rather than the quarter," said 
Mohrmann. "Steve isn't an outstanding 
sprinter — the few times he ran the 100, 
his times were around :10.6 or :10.7. But 
he has exceptional endurance." 


Schellenberger has been working out 


twice dally, not only for the AAUs but 
also in preparation for the fall cross 
country season. 


"This is the first year I've been serious 


about cross country," said the Falcon 
runner. "Before this year, I just floated 
through it, but I'm serious about it this 
year. A little endurance work wouldn't 
hurt." 


And Schellenberger has been serious 


about his workouts, too. He nm» sprints 
In the morning — mostly 220s — and at 
full tilt. Then In the evening he does dis- 
tance work — three, four, and five mile 
runs. 


Steve is not too big — about 5-foot-7 


and 125 pounds — and he may be better 
suited for the longer distance races rath- 
er than the 440. 


It was In the quarter-mile at Charles- 


ton in May that Schellenberger first went 
up against Class A competition. He failed 
to qualify in the first heat. 


"I could make a million excuses for 


that race," he said, "but why? I felt fine 
before the race and I was feeling good 
the first 220. But then Ed Hatch (of Phil- 
lips) passed me by and he just looked 
down at me and I knew I was out of it. I 
guess you learn from things like that." 


Running has been a learning process 


for almost three years now for Steve. He 
started in Peoria and when his family 
moved here, Schellenberger's career re- 
ceived a boost. 


"Bill Mohrmann's been like a second 


father to me," Steve said. "He's more 
than just n coach. The guy's terrific." 


Schellenberger has gained from his 


coach a sense of self-respect and a love 
for running that transcends mere win- 
ning and losing. "I really like running," 
Steve said. "I cant see myself without 
it." 


And, though winning isn't everything, 


especially in this sport, Schellenberger 
has to live with the inner turmoil of occa- 
sional defeat. 


"People don't understand It," he said. 


"They don't understand how somebody 
like Jim Ryun feels when he runs a 4:20. 
Sometimes you just don't want to talk to 
anyone. At Charleston, I didn't want to 
talk to anybody, I felt so bad. I felt like I 
let everybody down." 


Now Steve has state meet experience. 


He knows what it's like to run against 
tho best trackmen in Illinois. And next 
year ho'll try again. 


Beyond that, Schellenberger will keep 


running — morning and night.

Not only do countless commercials

Their 
first meeting lasted for 18 hours and they 
later decided on a partnership when 
Lucas retired. 


Now they arc promoting their book on

rayne said. "But in the early days I took 
anything I could get."

MEG 'denting' drug traffic, but expects supply to grow 


by JOHN .MAES 


Suburban drug traffic has taken some 


hard knocks In the past year, but the 
supply of hard narcotics In the Northwest 
suburbs will continue to Increase because 
of the big money and because local doc- 
tors and educators arc not reporting 
drug law violators. 


John Hlnchy. operating director for the 


Metropolitan Drug Enforcement Group 
(MEG) said his undercover group "has 
put a dent" In suburban drug traffic, al- 
though it is difficult to measure exactly 
how much his operatives have curbed 
suburban drug traffic. 


Hlnchy said area drug traffic could bo 


curbed further if doctors and school ad- 
ministrates would report more often to 


low enforcement agencies on known drug 
users. 


"They're (doctors and educators) 


aware of drug abuscrs long before police 
are, but they're burying their heads In 
the sand," said Hlnchy. "Educators 
know Immediately when someone's on 
drugs because of increased absence from 
.school and erratic attitudes." 


Hlnchy's comments came in response 


to statistics recently released by Cook 
County Sheriff Richard Elrod showing 
more than $6 million In drugs were 
seized In county-wide MEG raids in the 
lost year. 
v 


MEG Is a cooperative drug control ef- 


fort made up of policemen from various 
departments who work as undercover 


agents. Elrod Is the director of the proj- 
ect and the 52-agent organization is gov- 
erned by a council of police chiefs of 
member departments. 


MEG currently operates with $631,000 


In federal funds supplied by the Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission and will 
receive an additional $462,000 to carry 
them from Sept. 1 of this year through 
June 1975. 


STATISTICS SHOW that between July, 


197.1 and the end of last month, 1,191 per- 
sons were arrested by MEG agents. 


In commenting on > the arrest figures, 


Hinchy said the number of persons ar- 
rested docs not plve a "true picture" of 
the number of dealers at work in the 
area. 


Sometimes agents go to a location with 


one arrest warrant and end up taking 
four or five persons Into custody after • 
catching them with drugs. 


HE SAID DRUG traffickers are turn- 


Ing over huge profits obtaining drugs In 
Chicago and peddling them In suburban 
areas. 


He also said large amounts of illicit 


narcotics are coming'from areas west of 
Illinois — mentioning Colorado as a 
prime area from where pushers get their 
drugs. 


Harder narcotics are a more desirable 


product for the dealer not only because 
they are .more profitable, but because 
they arc more concealablc, according to 
Hlnchy. Easily hidden quantities of he- 


roin, LSD and cocaine are "not as bulky 
as marijuana," he said. 


THE $6 MILLION in confiscated drugs 


Includes 261 ounces of hard narcotics 
such as heroin, morphine, codeine, LSD, 
peyote and MDA, a synthetic drug. Also 
seized have been large amounts of meth- 
adone, 
amphetamines, methampheta- 


mlnes, cocaine, barbiturates and PCP, a 
horse tranquilizer. 


In addition to controlled substances, 


agents have confiscated 5,121 pounds of 
marijuana, figures show. 


Although large caches of marijuana 


have been seized, Hinchy said about 80 
per cent or, "the preponderance of our 
cases are controlled substances." 


MANY DRUG traffickers these days 


are between the ages of 20 and 22 and 
may even have a year of college. They . 
may not necessarily be users, but Hlnchy 
said the smell of large profits attracts 
them to the dealing business. 


HE MENTIONED one case where a 


suspected dealer had $3,700 in cash with 
him when he was arrested and it was 
later learned he had $8,000 in a bank ac- 
count. 


One 20-year-old accused dealer was 


Driving a brand-new Monte Carlo that 
was bought and paid for at the time of 
his arrest.

Charges against police 
department untrue: Walsh

Buffalo Grove Police Chief Harry 


Walsh said recent charges against the 
police department by former patrolman 
Floyd Marcnknv arc untrue and he con- 
siders the matter "closed." 


Walsh and Village Mgr. Daniel Larson 


released an eight-page statement Tues- 
day In response to Mcrcnkov's charges. 
The statement says the village and police 
department were unable to respond pre- 
viously to the allegations because of the 
p e n d i n g charges against Mcrcnkov. 
Walsh was seeking to dismiss Mcrcnkov 
from the force. 


Tho charges against Mcrcnkov were 


dismissed by the fire and police commis- 
sion Saturday, and tho patrolman haa 
since resigned from the police depart- 
ment. 


"NOW THAT THE matter Is entirely 


disposed of. it becomes possible for the 
village and the police department to re- 
spond to a scries of allegations which we 
believe were always known by Mr. Mc- 
rcnkov to bo lacking In specificity and 
had originated as a result of hcresay and 
rumor," the statement reads. 


"Our Investigation found that the 


charges contained herein were cither tun 
true or unfounded," it further states. 


Following hit suspension July 5, Mc- 


rcnkov charged that some sergeants in 
the department wore guilty of theft and 
misconduct. He said he was suspended 
after asking for an investigation. 


Walsh said Mcrcnkov did not bring the 


allegations to his attention or that of the 
department supervisors'until shortly be- 
fore his suspension. 


Walsh said Mcrcnkov was suspended 


because ho attempted to discredit one 
member of the department over a matter 
that he (Walsh) considered to be re- 
solved. 


IN A FORMAL complaint, Meronkov 


was charged with disobeying an order, 
insubordination and disrespect for a su-

Walsh Tuesday ordered that all com- 
plaints about the conduct of fellow 
policemen be brought directly to him 
and has warned personnel about "ru- 
mor mongcrlng, innuendo and the 
use of half-truths" when dealing with 
such allegations. 


Walsh said members of the depart- 


ment who disobey the order will face 
disciplinary action. 


The order was Issued following re- 


cent charges by former patrolman 
Floyd Mercnkov. Merenkov charged 
that some sergeants are guilty of 
theft and misconduct. 


The order states, "Recent events 


Indicate a need to clarify departmen- 
tal policy in respect of the handling 
of complaints of misconduct 
by 


brother officers?' 


Walsh sold all the charges mado 


by Mcrcnkov aro untrue and arc 
based on "hearsay and rumor." 
Walsh said he was not informed of 
the allegations until shortly before he 
suspended Mcrcnkov. 


All police department personnel 


arc being required to sign the order, 
saying they aro aware of Its con- 
tents. 


pervlsor, taking action derogatory to the 
department and discrediting the force. 


Mercnkov, in turn, charged that one 


member of the department had stolen 
merchandise from a local store, others 
'had token gasoline from village pumps 
for their private autos, and unauthorized 


women riders in squad cars and worn 
civilian clothes without authorization. 


The matter which led to Mcrenkov's 


suspension involved a packet of mari- 
juana and was discovered in the jacket 
belonging to a sergeant. Walsh said the 
sergeant told him he had received tho 
marijuana from a "young person" who 
asked that it be destroyed. 


Hu said he had no reason to doubt the 


sergeant's word and considered the mat- 
ter closed after ordering the marijuana 
destroyed. Merenkov was ordered to stop 
discussing the matter and was suspended 
when he refused, Walsh said. 


"He (Merenkov) was talking to others 


in the department, conspiring to circum- 
vent the office of the chief of police," 
Walsh said. 


CONCERNING other allegations by 


Mercnkov, Walsh said many were based 
on "second hand information" and could 
not be documented by Merenkov. 


The theft from Scott's Store in the Buf- 


falo Grove Mall, Walsh said, allegedly 
occurred 
in February, 
1971, seven 


months before Merenkov joined the po- 
lice force. He said Merenkov was unable 
to furnish the department with Informa- 
tion on the incident, "except that it oc- 
curred approximately three years be 
fore." 


Investigation by the police department, 


Walsh said, failed to prove that a theft 
had taken place. All it revealed, he said, 
was that a member of the department 
had token two items which had been dis- 
carded as trash at the store. 


During the recent gasoline shortage, 


Walsh said, members of the department 
who lived outside the village were 
allowed 'to take gasoline from village 
pumps for their private autos. The rea- 
son for that, he said, was to make sure 
the individuals would be able to get to 
work.

who has enlisted the aid of neighbors and

Debbie realizes her dream 


to be 'cop on the beat9

After months of waiting, letter-writing, 


kidding, some disappointment and a lot 
of perseverence, Debbie Brush is finally 
getting a chance at her career. 


Today, 22-year-old Debbie will stand 


beside four men to be sworn in as a new 
full-fledged police officer for the Village 
of Roscllc, population 12,000. 


The move will mean several "firsts" 


for her as she becomes the first woman 
to Join that department and takes her 
first step In a career she has wanted 
since entering college to study criminolo- 
gy- 


Between those college days and the 


start of work today, Debbie spent a year 
as a radio police dispatcher in Rolling 
Meadows, where she originally had 
hoped to become a police officer. It was 
an inch of height that blocked her chan- 
ces In February of trying out for the city 
department (her 5-foot 8-inch frame did 
not meet the department's 5-foot 9-tach 
minimum; and consequently led to the 
Rosolle post. 


THE MONTHS since then have been a 


search to find a department that would 
give her a chance, a search that pro- 
duced the Rosellc offer and a potential 
offer from the Illinois State Police. 


Debbie, who lives with her husband in 


Mount Prospect, was one of the first 
women to take the state police testing 
exam in May. She chose the Roselle post, 
which was offered first, because she 
wanted to work for a local department, 
she said, and because it may be possible 
for her to advance to the department's 
juvenile division, where she eventually 
would like to work. 


"I think the biggest thing I'll have to 


do is gain the confidence of the other 
officers," Debbie said of her new posi- 
tion. "That will be my biggest goal be- 
cause if a police officer doesn't have con- 
fidence in his fellow officers he won't 
feel confident if he has to call him for 
back-up assistance and rely on him. 


"ONCE I GET their confidence, half 


tho battle will be over. But I don't expect 
anything to come easy." 


Not having things come easily will be 


something Debbie is accustomed to, how- 
ever. It wasn't easy for her to accept 
rejection from Rolling Meadows five 
months ago, she said. 


"In April after I couldn't take the test 


In the city I wrote about 20 letters to 
departments asking if I could take their 
test. I didn't hear from Roselle until

about mid May when they said I could go 
in and pick up an application. That was 
unusual because most departments mail 
It to you." 


First on the testing list was the physi- 


cal agility portion which had not been 
modified for women as the new state po- 
lice testing series had been. It included 
bench press, military press, sit ups, chin 
ups, an obstacle course run and an en- 
durance run up and down stairs. 


"I COULDN'T DO the bench press or 


the chinups (from an eight-foot high 
bar), and when I left there I had the 
rottcnest feeling," she recalled. "But one 
of the commissioners said, 'Don't worry, 
you did fine* and told us if we didn't get 
a letter within the week, to show up for 
the written testing the following Satur- 
day. 


"I waited all week for that letter, but 


it didn't come and by Friday I figured I 
must have passed." 


Debbie and 20 others of the original ZJ 


who had taken the test, including one 
other woman, proceeded to the written 
testing phase. Only ten passed that por- 
tion and only five passed the final oral 
exam phase. 


DURING HER oral testing phase, her 


husband Glen was also required to ap- 
pear and was questioned about his 
thoughts on Debbie's role In the depart- 
ment.

"I had mixed feelings about working 


for the city. I was disappointed in the 
manner that the testing was handled, but 
1 gained valuable experience on the radio 
and received an excellent salary for 
what I did and made some friends, too," 
Debbie said. 


"I feel my experience in Rolling Mead- 


ows is like a chapter. Now there are big- 
ger and better things to go on to. You 
can't just stop." 


Her ultimate goal? It was a question 


'put to her during her oral exam in 
Roselle and her reply was "to be chief of 
police," she said with a smite. For now, 
though, she is content to start the routine 
of a beat cop. 


"I'm sure this is what I want to do 


now. If I find I'm not cut out for it, then 
I'll go out and find something else. But 
you'll never know unless you try."

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County probe 
of land trusts 
begins today

A new set of subpoenas issued this. 


week signal the start of a Cook County 
State's Attorney's 
investigation into 


Wheeling Plan Commission activities in- 
volving secret land trusts. 


The investigation represents efforts by 


county law enforcement officials and has 
no relation to previous federal crobes 
into official corruption in Wheeling. 


An unknown number of subpoenas 


were served Monday, with at least three 
Wheeling officials being called to testify 
at 1 p.m. today before a county grand 
jury. Those subpoenaed include Village 
Mgr. George Passolt, Plan Commission 
Chairman Herbert Lortz and village sur- 
veyor Thomas Popke. 


THESE SUBPOENAS reportedly were 


issued to gather information on the vil- 
lage's current review of zoning for a pro- 
posed Ponderosa Steak House on Dundee 
Road. The property under consideration 
is owned in secret land trust by Popkc, 
Lambert Domas and John Marnul. 


Domas is the brother of zoning board 


member Roman Domas, who will be 
asked to vote on zoning for the property. 
Popke is a former plan commissioner 
who has done extensive surveying for the 
village, and Marnul is Popke s partner. 


First reports of the state's attorney's 


investigation indicated that the probe 
would focus on Trustee William Hein and 
Plan Comr. Jack Metzger, possible con- 
flicts of Interest and secret land trust 
dealings. 


Neither Heln nor Metzger were avail- 


able to comment on whether they have 
received subpoenas. 


T H O S E SUBPOENAED reportedly 


also may be asked to testify about two 
secret land trusts involving Popke and 
members of the Domas family that prof- 
ited from village actions, including an- 
other rezonlng and the realignment of 
Wheeling Road. 


Asst. State's Atty. Thomas McDonough 


Tuesday declined to comment on the 
number of subpoenas issued or what 
m a t t e r s are currently under in- 
vestigation. 


Popke, however, said that agonts 


serving his wife with the subpoena "told 
her there was going to be a great deal of 
them (subpoenas)." 


The probe was initiated three weeks 


ago by Plan Comr. Gilbert Monoson 
when he presented information to the 
state's attorney's office about possible 
conflicts of interest involving Wheeling 
officials. 


McDonough said normal procedure in 


following up such complaints includes 
the issuing of grand jury subpoenas "to 
see if there is any substance to tho 
charges." 


Monoson said he went to the state's at- 


torney's office to help further in- 
vestigations into official Wheeling cor- 
ruption that began with a federal grand 
jury probe last year. 


SIX FORMER and present Wheeling 


and Cook County offiiials were Indicted 
Jan. 31 as a result of that probe into 
shakedowns of Wheeling 
developers. 


Four of the six have pleaded guilty and 
three have been sentenced to prison 
terms. 


Both Hein and Metzger have charged 


that the investigation was initiated by 
Monoson for political reasons. The three 
men have been in several political 
scuffles, including a recent battle over 
Monoson's handling of Jaycee finances. 


Hein repeatedly has been accused of 


conflict of interest for voting on the vil- 
lage purchase of auto parts equipment 
from the firm for which he works and 
which is run by his father. He has also 
voted on purchases from an auto parts 
store run by his brother. 
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MEG 'denting' drug traffic, but expects supply to grow

Suburban drug traffic has taken some 


hard knocks In the post year, but the 
supply of hard narcotics In the Northwest 
suburbs will continue to Increase because 
of the big money and because local doc- 
tors and educators are not reporting 
drug law violators. 


John Hlnchy. operating director for the 


Metropolitan Drug Enforcement Group 
(MEG) said his undercover group "has 
put n dent" In suburban drug traffic, al- 
though It Is difficult to measure exactly 
how much his operatives have curbed 
suburban drug traffic. 


Hlnchy said area drug traffic could be 


curbed further If doctors and school ad- 
ministrates would report more often to 


law enforcement agencies on known drug 
users. 


"They're (doctors 
and educators) 


aware of drug abusers long before police 
arc, but they're burying their heads In 
the sand," said Hlnchy. "Educators 
know Immediately when someone's on, 
drugs because of Increased absence from' 
school and erratic attitudes." 


HInchy's comments came in response 


to statistics recently released by Cook 
County Sheriff Richard Elrod showing 
more than $6 million in drugs were 
seized In county-wide MEG raids in the 
last year. 


MEG Is a cooperative drug control ef- 


fort made up of policemen from various 
departments who work as undercover 


agents. Elrod is the director of the proj- 
ect and the 52-agent organization is gov- 
erned by a council of police'chiefs of 
member departments. • 


MEG currently operates with $631,000 


in federal funds supplied by the Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission and will 
receive an additional $462,000 to carry 
them from Sept. 1 of this year through 
June 1975. 


STATISTICS SHOW that between July, 


1073 and the end of last month, 1,191 per- 
sons were arrested by MEG agents. 


In commenting on the arrest figures, 


Hlnchy said the number of persons ar- 
rested docs not give a "true picture" of 
the number of dealers at work in the 
area. 


Sometimes agents go to a location with 


one arrest warrant and end up taking 
four or five persons into custody after 
catching them with drugs. 


HE SAID DRUG traffickers are turn- 


Ing over huge profits obtaining drugs in 
Chicago and peddling them in suburban 
areas. 


He also said large amounts of Illicit 


narcotics are coming from areas west of 
Illinois — mentioning Colorado as a 
prjme area from where pushers get their 
drugs. 


Harder narcotics are a more desirable 


product for the dealer not only because 
they are more profitable, but because 
they are more concealable, according to 
Hinchy. Easily hidden quantities of he- 


roin, LSD and cocaine are "not as bulky 
as marijuana," he said. 


THE $6 MILLION in confiscated drugs 


includes 261 ounces of hard narcotics 
such as heroin, morphine, codeine, LSD, 
peyote and MDA, a synthetic drug. Also 
seized have been large amounts of meth- 
adone, 
amphetamines, methampheta- 


mines, cocaine, barbiturates and PCP,' a 
horse tranquiiizer. 


In addition to controlled substances, 


agents have confiscated 5,121 pounds of 
marijuana, figures show. 


Although large caches of marijuana 


have been seized, Hinchy said about 80 
per cent or, "the preponderance of our 
cases are controlled substances." 


MANY DRUG traffickers these days 


are between the ages of 20 and 22 and 
may even have a year of college. They! 
may not necessarily be users, but Hinchy 
said the smell of large profits attracts 
them to the dealing business. 


HE MENTIONED one case where a 


suspected dealer had $3,700 in.cash with 
him when he was arrested'and. it was 
later learned he had $8,000 in a bank ac- 
count. 


One 20-year-old accused dealer was 


driving a brand-new Monte Carlo that 
was bought and paid for at the time" of 
his arrest. 


DURING 
RAIDS last year, some 


$27,600 was found on persons arrested by 
undercover agents.

All right, all you nicotine addicts — 


there's new help for you. Tito recently 
opened Shield Center for Control ot 
Smoking Is offering a five-day treatment 
to stop smoking. 


Just plunk down $375. commit yourself 


to the thought that you'll really try to 
stop this tlmo and set aside one hour a 
day for the live-day treatment. 


And then plan on returning to the cen- 


ter at 721 E. Golf Rd.. Schaumburg, once 
a week for the next eight weeks to get 
support for kicking the habit. 


THE OPERATION Is an outgrowth of 


one started In Los Angeles, Calif., about 
four years ago. James Jones, president 
of Shield, decided to start a similar oper- 
ation in the Midwest after the Los Angel- 
cs program helped him stop smoking af- 
ter 30 years of addiction. 


The Shield program uses the concept of 


aversion therapy, a method outlined by 
behavioral psychologist B. F. Skinner 


that supplies negative associations with 
smoking. 


Before starting the treatment, the 


smoker receives a counseling scssiou 
with Paul Price, director, who discusses 
the treatment and has the client fill out 
the pro-treatment questionnaire. The 
questionnaire asks the smoker's reasons 
for quitting and a brief medical history. 


The prospective patient also receives a 


copy of "Psycho-Cybernetics" by Max- 
well Maltz that helps explain procedure 
that Is used by the center. 


If the smoker has any problems In his 


medical background, the center contacts 
his physician to get approval for the 
treatment. Mitch Klsacky, vice presi- 
dent, said many of those seeking treat- 
ment must stop smoking because of heart 
conditions or cancer. 


THE FIRST day of treatment, the 


patient receives another counseling ses- 
son and gets his first taste of the elec- 
trode treatment. He is required to bring 


THERAPIST SALLY Strauss adminis- 
ters shocks to a smoker as he takes 


his "last" puffs on cigarets to create 
negative associations with smoking. 


in two packs of his favorite cigarets, 
which are used during the treatment. 


A therapist takes him into a small 


room and Introduces him to the therapy 
that he will receive for the next five 
days. The patient sits at a table in front 
of a mirror and smokes three cigarets 
while he watches himself smoke. The 
ashes are piled in a corner in front of 
him to emphasize that smoking is a dirty 
habit. 


Each time a patient picks up the ciga- 


ret, inhales and puts the cigaret down, 
he receives a mild shock from electrodes 
placed on his wrist and administered by 
the therapist. The voltage for the shocks 
are adjusted for each individual and can- 
not harm anyone. 


Before this and every consecutive 


treatment, the therapist goes over the 
problems the patient has been having 
outside of treatment. Often smoking is a 
social habit or so ingrained in the per- 
son's dally life that he has great psy- 
chological problems adjusting to being a 
nonsmoker, said Kisacky. At this time 
the smoker can discuss how to handle 
social situations where everyone else is 
smoking and the kind of criticism and 
rebuffs he might meet from his smoking 
friends. 


THE SECOND DAY of the treatment, 


the patient goes through "habit satura- 
tion." He goes into a second room with 
three other individuals and sits around a 
metal tub piled high with cigaret ashes. 
Everyone is then instructed to smoke 
three cigarets in a row, inhaling for one 
second, exhaling for five and then in- 
haling again on the sixth second. 


By the third cigaret most people feel 


nauseous, said Kisacky. All but some of 
the hard-core flve-pack-a-day smokers 
get nauseous, he said. 


The final three days the patient contin- 


ues with the counseling and electrode 
treatment. 


Besides the dally treatment, 
the 


patient is placed on a restricted diet that 
prohibits eating sweets and carbohy- 
drates. The patient is required to drink 
several glasses of fluid dally, exercise 
and eat a high-protein diet. 


Cooperation from friends and relatives 


also is requested. The patient's family Is 
asked not to smoke in front of him and if 
they smoke, to keep all cigarets and ash- 
trays out of sight. 


After the five days of negative associ- 


ations with smoking, about 88 per cent of 
the patients will have quit, said Kisacky. 
Once the habit has been kicked, patients 
are requested to return once a week for 
the next eight weeks to get positive .-ein- 
forcement for stopping smoking. The ses- 
sions allow patients to discuss their prob- 
lems and benefits from stopping smoking 
and offer lectures on subjects related to 
smoking. 


BECAUSE MANY patients will start 


eating more once they have stopped 
smoking, several sessions are spent on 
diet and nutrition to prevent the new 
non-smoker from gaining weight. 


"We're not anti-smokers," said Ki- 


sacky. He and his partner, Prjce, were 
both heavy smokers at one time. He said 
they understand the problems that must 
be overcome in becoming a nonsmoker. 
But they stress it is only a habit that 
requires a change in behavior. 


Both graduated from college with de- 


grees in sociology and went through a 
training session at the Los Angeles clin- 
ic. The therapists go through a three- 
week training program. 


Once this center is established, they in- 


tend to start two more in the Chicago 
area in LaGrange and Deerfield. They 
want to help others kick the habit before 
the habit kicks them.

and asked them to reconsider' their deci- 
sion to hold a closed meeting on the is- 
sue. "It has been by belief that Harper 
board members and the administration 
have not been as careful as they might 
be In upholding the spirit of the Illinois 
Open Meeting Act," Schlott said. 


THE CLOSED MEETING was called 


by Harper officials to discuss changes 
which have been proposed in the griev- 
ance procedure by members of the facul- 
ty grievance committee. Board attorneys 
R. Theodore Clark Jr. and Frank Hines 
had told the board they beleived the 
closed meeting was legal under the open 
meeting law because grievance proce- 
dures are "collective bargaining." 


The open meeting law requires all 


board meetings to be held In public un- 
less they are called to discuss certain 
items, including collective bargaining. 


In his opinion to the board, Clark said 


the grievance procedure was a "collec- 
tive bargaining" issue because "It is our 
understanding that the grievance proce- 
dure in question was previously a subject 
of negotiations between the Faculty Sen- 
ate and the board." 


Faculty members, however, have said 


the grievance procedure was never the 
subject of "negotiations" with the board. 
Janet Savin, chairman of the faculty 
grievance committee, said the policy was 
originally "worked out" by faculty, ad- 
ministrators and board members in com- 
mittee. 


COLLEGE PRES. Robert Lahti, how- 


ever, said the policy was negotiated by 
the faculty and board members hi the 
late 1960s "when they were discussing 
salaries." He admitted, "I didn't consid- 
er it negotiations at the time, but what 
else do you call it." 


After the board went Into closed ses- 


sion Schlott said he would get legal ad- 
vice on whether the meeting was "a 
clear violation of the law." Board mem- 
bers convicted of violating the open 
meeting law are guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 


Board members Lawrence Moats and 


Robert Rausch were absent from the 
meeting. Board member Jessalyn Nick- 
las arrived after Schlott's presentation.

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MEG 'denting' drug traffic, but expects supply to grow

Suburban drug traffic has taken some 


hard knocks In the past year, but the 
supply of hard narcotics In the Northwest 
suburbs will continue to Increase because 
of the big money and because local doc- 
tors and educators are not reporting 
drug law violators. 


John Hinchy, operating director for the 


Metropolitan Drug Enforcement Group 
(MEG) said his undercover group "has 
put a dent" In suburban drug traffic, al- 
though it Is difficult to measure exactly 
how much his operatives have curbed 
suburban drug traffic. 


Hinchy said area drug traffic could be 


curbed further If doctors and school ad- 
ministrates would report more often to 


law enforcement agencies on known drug 
users. 


"They're 
(doctors and 
educators) 


aware of drug abuscrs long before police 
arc, but they're burying their heads In 
the sand," said Hinchy. "Educators 
know immediately when someone's on 
drugs because of Increased absence from 
school and erratic attitudes." 


Hlnchy's comments came In response 


to statistics recently released by Cook 
County Sheriff Richard Elrod showing 
more than $6 million In drugs were 
seized In county-wide MEG raids In the 
last year. 


MEG Is a cooperative drug control ef- 


fort made up of policemen from various 
departments who work as undercover 


agents. Elrod Is the director of the proj- 
ect and the 52-agent organization Is gov- 
erned by a council of police chiefs of 
member departments. 


MEG currently operates with $631,000 


in federal funds supplied by the Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission and will 
receive an additional $462,000 to carry 
them from Sept. 1 of this year through 
June 1975. 


STATISTICS SHOW that between July, 


1973 and the end of last month, 1,191 per- 
sons were arrested by MEG agents. 


In commenting on the arrest figures, 


Hinchy said the number of persons ar- 
rested docs not pive a "true picture" of 
the number of dealers at work in the 
area. 


Sometimes agents go to a location with 


one arrest warrant and end up taking 
four or five persons into custody after 
catching them with drugs. 


HE SAID DRUG traffickers are turn- 


ing over huge profits obtaining drugs in 
Chicago and peddling them in suburban 
areas. 


He also said large amounts of illicit 


narcotics are coming from areas west of 
Illinois — mentioning Colorado as a 
prime area from where pushers get their 
drugs. 


Harder narcotics are a more desirable 


product for the dealer not only because 
they arc more profitable, but because 
they are more concealable, according to 
Hinchy. Easily hidden quantities of he- 


roin, LSD and cocaine are "not as bulky 
as marijuana," he said. 


THE $6 MILLION in confiscated drugs 


includes 261 ounces of hard narcotics' 
such as heroin, morphine, codeine, LSD, 
peyote and MDA, a synthetic drug. 'Also 
seized have been large amounts of meth- 
adone, 
amphetamines, 
methampheta- 


mines, cocaine, barbiturates and PCP, a 
horse trarquilizer. 


In addition to controlled substances, 


agents have confiscated 5,121 pounds of 
marijuana, figures show. 


Although large caches of marijuana 


have been seized, Hinchy said about 80 
per cent or, "the preponderance of our 
cases ore controlled substances." 


MANY DRUG traffickers these days 


are between the ages of 20 and.'J2 and 
may even have a year of'college;They 
may not necessarily be users,'But Hinchy 
said the smell of large profits attracts 
them to the dealing business. 


HE MENTIONED one case where a 


suspected dealer had $3,700 in cash with 
him when he was arrested and it was 
later learned he had $8,000 In a bank ac- 
count. 


One 20-year-old accused dealer was 


driving a brand-new Monte Carlo that 
was bought and paid for at the time of 
ills arrest. 


DURING

Do they lead to more satisfied homeowners? 


Survey in Elk Grove Village, Schaumburg says no

A planned community may not neces- 


sarily mean a better community, at least 
In the eyes of its residents, according to 
a profile of Elk Grovo Village and 
Schaumburg. 


The profile was prepared by the Center 


for Urban ami Regional Studies of the 
University of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill, to study what It calls the relation- 
ship between n textbook planned Com- 
munity (Elk Grove Village) and a some- 
what less planned community (Schaum- 


The data was collected as part of a 


national evaluation of new community 
development, according to Shlrcly Weiss, 
principal investigator of the project. 


Mrs. Weiss, said the survey was de- 
signed to determine how new commu- 
nities provide preferable living environ- 
ments to less planned municipality and 
which approach works best according to 
community residents. 


ALTHOUGH final evaluation of the 


data, which included information from 13 
other communities across the United 
States, is incomplete, preliminary in- 
dications may suggest that in many as- 
pects, a planned community is no better 
than an unplanned community. 


In fact, when it came to rating the 


community, Schaumburg residents con- 
sistently rated aspects of their village 
higher than persons living in Elk Grove 
Village rated it.

Elk Grove Village rated theirs. 


In an over-all rating of their commu- 


nity, Schaumburg residents gave it a 
whopping 68.6 per cent rating, compared 
to the national average of 59 per cent.

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Mensa is for intelligent people who need each other

Mention Metua to the average guy and you're likely to hear 


— "Those people, they think Ihcy're so much better than any- 
one clso. Stuck up. What gives them the right?" 


Or he may puff out his chest, stand a little straighten and 


offhandedly pronounce — "I could be In Mensa. I have the 
brains. But I just couldn't see the point." 


Monsa, Is the international High IQ Society, the largest 


group of smart people In the world. More than 18,000 people 
belong, an estimated 200 from the Northwest suburbs. To get 
In, members must score higher on an intelligence test than 08 
per cent of the population. They are the top 2 per cent, 1 out 
of SO, as far as brains go. 


"INTELLIGENT PEOPLE need each other ...," says the 


Mensa brochure. "We fill a void for many intelligent people 
cut off from contact with other good minds — contact that is 
Important to them, and elusive In modern society." 


That, many would say, sounds like pure, unadulterated 


snobbery. Even today. In a society where intelligence Is rec- 
ognized and respected, people look down on those who flaunt 
It. For that reason Mensa Is often characterized as an ex- 
clusive group whose members like to think of themselves as 
superior. An unfair generalization, according to some Men- 
sa ns. 


"Many people outside think of us as a snob society, said 


Paul Fautcck, DCS Plalnes Mcnsan who keeps his IQ to him. 
self because it is so high. "But If I feel superior and want to 
lord It over people, the last place I want to be is at a Mensa 
gathering with people as smart as I am. Being proud of 
Intelligence is as ridiculous as being proud of being born rich. 
I do not have a goddamn thing to do with It." 


Mcnsans come in all shapes and sizes, from all races and 


backgrounds, from elementary school children to octogena- 
rians. Businessmen, clerks, doctors, factory workers, farm 
laborers, soldiers and scientists are members. Attorney P. 
Lee Bailey, author Nathaniel Wcyl, actor Theodore Blkel and 
F. Buckmlnlstcr Fuller, father yof the geodesic dome, belong 
to Mensa. One member, whom loyal Mcnsans refuse to name, 
resigned his membership after being named in the Watergate 
scandal. 


PEOPLE JOIN for many reasons, to make social contacts, 


out of curiosity, for mental stimulation, simply to say they 
belong to the group, even to find clients for their businesses. 
Some join because they feel "freaky" being smart and there's 
comfort In numbers. Others like the group because they say 
Mensans listen to your Ideas no matter who you arc. 


"Intelligent people have the right to seek out other in- 


telligent people as other people have the right to seek out 
each other," said Fauteck, a vice president of an advertising 
agency. ". It's stimulating to talk to other people who are 
Intelligent. There's a special kind of reward in being able to 
talk over rather complex Ideas with people not necessarily 
similar to me In other respects." 


Twenty-threc-ycar-old twins Ellen and Carol Colwcll, Mount 


Prospect, joined in high school at their mother's urging. Mar- 
vln Lurle, a resident of unincorporated Mount Prospect, 
signed up out of curiosity. Ken Goodman, Palatine resident 
and DCS Plalnes businessman, joined eight years ago in New 


York and kept up the membership when he moved here. 


"It helps to meet people and find someone to rap with," he 


said. "I joined originally to see if I could pass the test. I had 
an Idea I could. As you go through life, you find out you're 
not stupid." 


MENSA WAS STARTED in 1945 by two English barristers 


as a forum for intellectuals. Mensa, the Latin word for table, 
signifies that members form a round table as equals in in- 
telligence. 


Chicago Mensa, which includes suburban members, hosts a 


speaker at each monthly meeting. Mensa members also get 
together for special Interests such as bridge, poetry, religion 
or at parties where Mensans talk about everything from the 
esoteric to the trivial. Once each year Mensans throughout

the United States get together for a convention. 


While the group has no official goals, members volunteer as 


guinea pigs for research when individuals with high IQ's are 
needed. They don't mind, according to Fauteck, because they 
believe their intelligence is a natural resource and should be 
used as one. Some members of Mensa also promote better 
educational programs for gifted children. 


"Most people in Mensa were gifted children and they are 


more acutely aware of the problems gifted children have," 
said Ravenna Oakes, gifted children activities coordinator for 
Mensa. "Gifted kids tend to be socially immature, really out 
of it. Their biggest problem is boredom and many teachers 
sec gifted children as a threat to them. They need enrichment 
of all kinds." 


MISS OAKES and other female Mensans, are outnumbered 


by male members four to one. Fauteck, whose wife is a 
Mensan and whose teen-age daughter is Mensa material, said 
there are several theories why. 


"One reason is that intelligence tests are written by men 


and therefore are prejudicial," he said. "Another is that girls 
have always been told guys don't like smart girls." 


Sylvia Lurie, wife of a Mensan, has her own reason: 
"I thought about joining In high school but then got afraid 


to try," she said. "I can get all the advantages of being the 
wife of a Mensa member and if I try now and didn't make it, 
it would be a real ego blast." 


Mensans are the first to admit that some members do join 


for prestige, to give them something to brag about when they 
go to neighborhood cocktail parties. On the other hand, there 
also are Mensans who don't openly talk about their member- 
ship because they believe non-Mensans wouldn't appreciate it. 


Like the Rolling Meadows man who did not want it made 


public that he is a Mensa member. "I don't want it known for 
obvious reasons," he said. "Rolling Meadows is a working 
class community. They just wouldn't understand." 


Mensans also like to point out that being in Mensa does not 


guarantee success. Some members are serving time in tho 
penitentiary.

out tho property for picnics and other 
functions. 


Chris Zclrc, president of tho local 


chapter, said the group will allow other 
groups to use the property If they are 
sponsored by a member of the chapter 
and If the chapter's board of directors 
approves tho request. 


A group from St. Stephen's Church at- 


tempted to use tho property for a picnic 
for senior citizens on July 20, but a dis- 
puto resulted over tho payment of a $63 


fee for use of the chapter's clubhouse 
and kitchen area. 


A spokesman for the church group said 


the picnic has been held at the Izaak 
Walton League property for the past four 
or five years and that there has never 
been any charge. 


They also contend It Is Improper for 


the chapter to charge for use of the facil- 
ities because the land used by the chap- 
ter belongs to the Cook County Forest 
Preserve District. 


ZEIRE SAID tho group has been 


charging fees recently because the chap- 
ter renovated Its facilities several years 
ago and tho fees help pay clubhouse up- 
keep. 


"They never sought our board of direc- 


tors' approval last year, but we let them 
use It because the caretaker of the prop- 
crty made a commitment," Zeire said. 
Ho added the church group was sent a 
bill for $65 last year, but "they just Ig- 
nored It." 


"We never heard of the bill for last 


year, until we tried to make arrange- 
ments for this year's picnic," said Mar- 
vin Martin, a member of the church who 
helps coordinate the picnic each year. 


"I do not believe In the public being 


taken advantage of especially senior citi- 
zens," he added. 


ZEIRE SAID some members of the 


church group were belligerent when they 
contacted him about the use of the prop- 
erty for the picnic. 


"We maintain this property and we 


have rules to determine who will use it" 
Zclre said. 


A SPOKESMAN for Arthur Janura,

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MEG 'denting' drug traffic, but expects supply to grow

Suburban drug traffic has taken some 


hard knocks In the past year, but the 
supply of hard narcotics In the Northwest 
suburbs will continue to Increase because 
of the big money and because local doc- 
tors and educators aro not reporting 
drug law violators. 


John Hlnchy. operating director for the 


Metropolitan Drug Enforcement Group 
(MEG) said his undercover group "has 
put a dent" In suburban drug traffic, a I- 
though It Is difficult to measure exactly 
how much his operatives have curbed 
suburban drug traffic. 


Hlnchy said area drug traffic could be 


curbed further If doctors and school ad- 
ministrates would report more often to- 


law enforcement agencies on known drug 
users. 


"They're (doctors and educators) 


aware of drug abuscrs long before polled 
arc, but'they're burying their heads In 
the sand," said Hlnchy. "Educators 
know Immediately when someone's on 
drugs because of Increased absence from 
school and erratic attitudes."1 


Hinchy's comments came in response 


to statistics recently released by Cook 
County Sheriff Richard Elrod showing 
more than $6 million In drugs were 
seized In county-wide MEG raids in the 
last year. 


MEG Is a cooperative drug control ef- 


fort made up of policemen from various 
departments who work as undercover 


agents. Elrod Is the director of the proj- 
ect and the 52-agent organization is gov- 
erned by a council of police chiefs of 
member departments. 


MEG currently operates with $631,000 


In federal funds supplied by the Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission and will 
receive an additional $462,000 to carry 
them from Sept. 1 of this year through 
June 197S. 


STATISTICS SHOW that between July, 


1973 and the end of la«t month, 1,191 per- 
sons were arrested by MEG agents. 


In commenting on the arrest figures, 


Hlnchy said the number of persons ar- 
rested docs not give a "true picture" of 
the number of dealers at work in the 
area. 


Sometimes agents go to a location with 


one arrest warrant and end up taking 
four or five persons into custody after 
catching them with drugs. 


HE SAID DRUG traffickers are turn- 


ing over huge profits obtaining drui;s in 
Chicago and peddling them In suburban 
areas. 


Ho also said large amounts of illicit 


narcotics are coming from areas west of 
Illinois — mentioning Colorado as a 
prime area from where pushers get their 
drugs. 


Harder narcotics are a more desirable 


product for the dealer not only because 
they are more profitable,' but because 
they are more concealable, according to 
Hlnchy. Easily hidden quantities of he- 


roin, LSD and cocaine are "not as bulky 
as marijuana," he said. 


THE $6 MILLION in confiscated drugs 


includes 261 ounces of hard narcotics 
such as heroin, morphine, codeine, LSD, 
peyote and MDA, a synthetic drug. Also 
seized have been large amounts of mcth- 
adone, 
amphetamines, methampheta- 


mlnes, cocaine, barbiturates and PCP, a 
horse tranqulllzer. 


In addition to controlled substances, 


cgents have confiscated 5,121 pounds of 
marijuana, figures show. 


Although large-caches of marijuana 


have been seized, Hinchy said about 80 
per cent or, "the preponderance of our 
cases are controlled substances." 


MANY DRUG traffickers these days 


are between the ages of ,20 and 22 and 
may even have a year of college. They 
may not necessarily be users, but Hinchy 
said the smell of large profits attracts 
them to the dealing business. 


HE MENTIONED one case where a 


suspected dealer had $3,700 in cash with 
him when he was arrested and it was 
later learned he had $8,000 In a bank ac- 
count. 


One 20-year-old accused dealer was 


driving a brand-new Monte Carlo that 
was bought and paid for at the time of 
his arrest. 


DURING RAIDS last year, some 


$27,600 was found on persons arrested by 
undercover agents.

The revised plans call for construction 


of nine midrise condominium buildings, 
an 18-ucrc shopping center, 10-acre rec- 
reation/commercial area and 8-acre of- 
fice/commercial area. If approved, these 
plans would amend the present plans 
calling for construction of four 14-story 
apartment buildings and a 26-acrc com- 
mercial development. 


The Palatine Zoning Board of Appeals, 


following a series of public hearings, rec- 
ommended denial of the revised plans. A 
two-thirds vote of the board now Is nec- 
essary to overturn the board's recom- 
mendation. 


Three of the areas in the compromise 


package are in the developed section of 
the parcel which is owned by James Scll- 
crgrcn, the brother of Howard Sell- 
ergren. Howard Sellergren has indicated 
he cannot speak for his brother. These 
items include the well and reservoir site, 
liquor license for a restaurant and lounge 
on the top floor and additional land- 
scaping. 


The four liquor licenses proposed in the 


compromise are a class AA license, per- 
mitting liquor to be served to 4 a.m. In 
the recreation/commercial area; a class 
A license, permitting liquor to be served 
to midnight Sunday through Friday and 1 
a.m. on Saturday; and two class B li- 
censes, permitting the sale of packaged 
liquor In the shopping center and recrea- 
tion/commercial area. 


The board had wanted to move up the 


completion date of areas of the Old 
Madrid' complex by approximately a 
year but has agreed to the 1980 com- 
pletion date as part of the compromise.

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Mensa is for intelligent people who need each other

Mention Mcnsa to the average guy and you're likely to hear 


— "Those people, they think they're so much better than any- 
one else. Stuck up. What gives them the right?" 


Or he may puff out his chest, stand a little stralghter and 


offhandedly pronounce — "I could be In Mensa. I have the 
brains. But I just couldn't see the point." 


Mensa, is the International High IQ Society, the largest, 


group of smart people In the world. More than 18,000 people 
belong, an estimated 200 from the Northwest suburbs. To get 
In, members must score higher on an intelligence test than 98 
per cent of the population. They are the top 2 per cent, 1 out 
of SO, as far as brains go. 


"INTELLIGENT PEOPLE need each other ...," says the 


Mcnsa brochure. "We fill a void for many intelligent people 
cut off from contact with other good minds — contact that is 
Important to them, and elusive In modern society." 


That, many would say, sounds like pure, unadulterated 


snobbery. Even today, in a society where Intelligence Is rec- 
ognized and respected, people look down on those who flaunt 
It. For that reason Mcnsa is often characterized as an ex- 
clusive group whoso members like to think of themselves as 
superior. An unfair generalization, according to some Men- 
sans. 


"Many people outside think of us as a snob society, said 


Paul Fautcck, DCS Plalncs Mensan who keeps his IQ to him. 
self because it is so high. "But If I feel superior and want to 
lord It over people, the last place I want to be Is at a Mensa 
gathering with people as smart as I am. Being proud of. 
Intelligence Is as ridiculous as being proud of being born rich. 
I do not have a goddamn thing to do with it." 


Mensans come In all shapes and sizes, from all races and 


backgrounds, from elementary school children to octogena- 
rians. Businessmen, clerks, doctors, factory workers, farm 
laborers, soldiers and scientists arc members. Attorney F. 
Lee Bailey, author Nathaniel Weyl, actor Theodore Bike! and • 
F. Buckminlstcr Fuller, father yof the geodesic dome, belong 
to Mcnsa. One member, whom loyal Mensans refuse to name, 
resigned his membership after being named In the Watergate 
scandal. 


PEOPLE JOIN for many reasons, to make social contacts, 


out of curiosity, for mental stimulation, simply to say they 
belong to the group, even to find clients for their businesses. 
Some join because they feel "freaky" being smart and there's 
comfort In numbers. Others like the group because they say 
Mensans listen to your Ideas no matter who you arc. 


"Intelligent people have the right to seek out other in- 


telligent people as other people have the right to seek out 
each other," said Fautcck, a vice president of an advertising 
agency. " It's stimulating to talk to other people who arc 
Intelligent. There's a special kind of reward in being able to 
talk over rather complex Ideas with people not necessarily 
similar to me In other respects." 


Twcnty-thrcc-ycar-old twins Ellen and Carol Colwell, Mount 


Prospect, joined In high school at their mother's urging. Mar- 
vin Lurlo, a resident of unincorporated Mount Prospect, 
signed up out of curiosity. Ken Goodman, Palatine resident 
and DCS Plalnes businessman, joined eight years ago In New 


York and kept up the membership when he moved here. 


"It helps to meet people and find someone to rap with," he 


said. "I joined originally to sec if I could pass the test. I had 
an Idea I could. As you go through life, you find out you're 
not stupid." 


MENSA WAS STARTED In 1945 by two English barristers 


as a forum for Intellectuals. Mcnsa, the Latin word for table, 
signifies that members form a round table as equals in in- 
telligence. 


Chicago Mcnsa, which Includes suburban members, hosts a 


speaker at each monthly meeting. Mensa members also get 
together for special interests such as bridge, poetry, religion 
or at parties where Mensans talk about everything from the 
esoteric to the trivial. Once each year Mensans throughout

the United States get together for a convention. 


While the group has no official goals, members volunteer as 


guinea, pigs for research when individuals with high IQ's are 
needed. They don't mind, according to Fauteck, because they 
believe their intelligence is a natural resource and should be 
used as one. Some members of Mensa also promote better 
educational programs for gifted children. 


"Most people in Mcnsa were gifted children and they are 


more acutely aware of the problems gifted children have," 
said Ravenna Oakes, gifted children activities coordinator for 
Mensa. "Gifted kids tend to be socially immature, really out 
of It. Their biggest problem Is boredom and many teachers 
see gifted children as a threat to them. They need enrichment 
of all kinds." 


MISS OAKES and other female Mensans, are outnumbered 


by male members four to one. Fauteck, whose wife is a 
Mensan and whose teen-age daughter is Mensa material, said 
there are several theories why. 


"One reason is that intelligence tests are written by men 


and therefore are prejudicial," he said. "Another is that girls 
have always been told guys don't like smart girls." 


Sylvia Lurie, wife of a Mensan, has her own reason: 
"I thought about joining In high school but then got afraid 


to try," she said. "I can get all the advantages of being the 
wife of a Mensa member and if I try now and didn't make it, 
it would be a real ego blast." 


Mensans are the first to admit that some members do join 


for prestige, to give them something to brag about when they 
go to neighborhood cocktail parties. On the other hand, there 
also arc Mensans who don't openly talk about their member- 
ship because they believe non-Mensans wouldn't appreciate it. 


Like the Rolling Meadows man who did not want it made 


public that he is a Mensa member. "I don't want it known for 
obvious reasons," he said. "Rolling Meadows is a working 
class community. They just wouldn't understand." 


Mensans also like to point out that being in Mensa does not 


guarantee success. Some members are serving time in the 
penitentiary. 


Debbie realizes a dream 
-to be 4cop on a beat'

After months of waiting, letter-writ ing. 


kidding, some disappointment and a lot 
of perseverance, Debbie Brush Is finally 
getting a chance at her career. 


Today, 22-year-old Debbie will stand 


beside four men to be sworn In as a new 
full-fledged police officer for the Village 
of Rosellc, population 12,000. 


The move will moan several "firsts" 


for her as she becomes the first woman 
to join that department and takes her 
first step In a career she has wanted 
since entering college to study criminolo- 
gy- 


Between those college days and the 


start of work today, Debbie spent a year 
as a radio police dispatcher In Rolling 
Meadows, where she originally had 
hoped to become a police officer. It was 
an Inch of height that blocked her chan- 
ces in February of trying out for the city 
department (her 5-foot 8-Inch frame did 
not meet the department's 5-foot 9-Inch 
minimum; and consequently led to the 
Rosellc post. 


THE MONTHS since then have been a 


search to find n department that would 
give her a chance, a search that pro- 
duced the Roscllc offer and a potential 
offer from the Illinois State Police. 


Debbie, who lives with her husband In 


Mount Prospect, was one of the first 
women to take the state police testing 
exam In May. She chose the Roscllc post, 
• which was offered first, because she 
wanted to work for a local department, 
she said, and because It may be possible 
for her to advance to the department's 
.juvenile division, where she eventually 
would like to work. 


"I think the biggest thing I'll have to 


do Is gain the confidence of the other 
officers." Debbie said of her new posi- 
tion. "That will be my biggest goal be- 
cause If a police officer doesn't have con- 
' fidcncc in his fellow officers he won't 
feel confident If he has to call him for

"ONCE I GET their confidence, half 


the battle will be over. But I don't expect 
anything to come easy." 


Not having things come easily will be

First on the testing list was the physi- 


cal agility portion which had not been 
modified for women as the new state po- 
lice testing scries had been. It included 
bench press, military press, sit ups, chin 
ups, an obstacle course run and an en- 
durance run up and down stairs. 


"I COULDNT DO tho bench press or 


the chlnups (from an eight-foot high 
bar), and when I left there I had the 
rottcncst feeling," she recalled. "But one 
of the commissioners said, 'Don't worry, 
you did fine* and told us if we didn't get 
a letter within the week, to show up for 
the written testing the following Satur- 
day. 


"I waited all week for that letter, but 


it didn't come and by Friday I figured I 
must have passed." 


Debbie and 20 others of the original ts 


who had taken the test, Including one 
other woman, proceeded to the written 
testing phase. Only ten passed that por- 
tion and only five passed the final oral 
exam phase. 


DURING HER oral testing phase, her 


husband Glen was also required to ap- 
pear and was questioned about his 
thoughts on Debbie's role in the depart- 
ment. 


"They asked him how he would feel if I 


came home one night with a black eye," 
she laughed. "They asked him how he 
felt about the danger aspect and his oth- 
er thoughts. Ho told them that he was 
sure I would receive the best training 
possible, and as far as the danger, he 
said we were Christians and we believe 
that If we put our lives In God's hand, he

will protect us. 


"I'm sure he's -concerned about the 


danger aspect," Debbie said of her hus- 
band, "but If he's apprehensive, he hides 
it well. He's happy for me and has al- 
ways encouraged me. He's glad I'm fi- 
nally on the road." 


THERE ARE mixed emotions that 


come to mind, she said, when she thinks 
about her year of work In Rolling Mead- 
0 w s. She doesn't hide her dis- 
couragement In not being able to take 
the police test, although the department 
has since hired a woman, Sharon Ul- 
rclch, as its first woman officer earlier 
this month. But at the same time she felt 
"kind of said to leave." 


"I had mixed feelings about working 


for the city. I was disappointed In the 
manner that the testing was handled, but 
1 gained valuable experience on the radio 
and received an excellent salary for 
what I did and made some friends, too," 
Debbie said. 


"I feel my experience in Rolling Mead- 


ows is like a chapter. Now there are big- 
ger and better things to go on to. You 
can't just stop." 


Her ultimate goal? It was a question 


put to her during her oral exam in 
Rosellc and her reply was "to be chief of 
police," she said with a smile. For now, 
though, she is content to start the routine 
of a beat cop. 


"I'm sure this is what I want to do 


now. If I find I'm not cut out for It, then 
I'll go out and find something else. But 
you'll never know unless you try."

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MEG 'denting' drug traffic, but expects supply to grow

Suburban drug traffic has taken some 


hard knocks In the past year, but the 
supply of hard narcotics In the Northwest 
suburb* will continue to Increase because 
of the big money and because local doc- 
tors and educators are not reporting 
drug law violators. 


John fllnchy. operating director for the 


Metropolitan Drug Enforcement Group 
(MEG) said his undercover group "has 
put a dent" In suburban drug traffic, al- 
though it Is difficult to measure exactly 
how much his operatives have curbed 
suburban drug traffic. 


Hlnchy said area drug traffic could be 


curbed further If doctors and school ad- 
ministrates would report more often to 


low enforcement agencies on known drug 
users. 


"They're (doctors 
and 
educators) 


aware of drug abuscrs long before police 
arc, but they're bur) ing their heads In 
the sand," sold Hinchy. "Educators 
know Immediately, "hen someone's on 
drugs because of Increased absence from 
school and erratic attitudes." 


Hlnchy's comments came In response 


to statistics recently released by Cook 
County Sheriff Richard Elrod showing 
more than $6 million in drugs were 
seized In county-wide MEG raids in the 
last year. 


MEG is a cooperative drug control ef- 


fort made up of policemen from various 
departments who work as undercover 


agents. Elrod-is the director of the proj- 
ect and the 52-agcnt organization Is gov- 
erned by a council of police chiefs of 
member departments. 


MEG currently operates with $631,000 


In federal funds supplied by the Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission and will 
receive an additional $462,000 to carry 
them from Sept. 1 of this year through 
June 1975. 


STATISTICS SHOW that between July, 


1973 and the end of last month, 1,191 per- 
sons were arrested by MEG agents. 


In commenting on the arrest figures, 


Hinchy sold the number of persons ar- 
rested docs not pive a "true picture" of 
the number of dealers at work in the 
area. 


Sometimes agents go to a'location with 


one arrest warrant and end up taking 
four or five persons Into custody after 
catching them with drugs. 


HE SAID DRUG traffickers are turn- 


ing over huge profits obtaining drugs in 
Chicago and peddling them In suburban 
areas. 


He also said large amounts of illicit 


narcotics are coming from areas west of 
Illinois — mentioning Colorado as a 
prime area from where pushers get their 
drugs. 


Harder narcotics are a more desirable 


product for the dealer not only because' 
they are more profitable, but because 
they are more concealable, according to 
Hinchy. Easily hidden quantities of he- 


roin, LSD and cocaine are "not as bulky 
as marijuana," he said. 


THE SB MILLION in confiscated drugs 


includes 261 ounces of hard narcotics 
such as.heroin, morphine, codeine, LSD, 
peyote and MDA, a synthetic drug. Also 
seized have been large amounts of meth- 
adone, amphetamines, 
methampheta- 


mines, cocaine, barbiturates and PCP, a 
horse tranqulllzer. 


In addition to controlled substances, 


agents have confiscated 5,121 pounds of 
marijuana, figures show. • 


Although large caches of marijuana 


have been seized, Hinchy said about 80 
per cent or, "the prepondnerance of our 
cases are controlled substances." 


MANY DRUG traffickers these days 


are between the ages of 20 and 22 and 
may even have a year of college. They 
may not necessarily be users, but Hinchy 
said the smell of large profits attracts 
them to the dealing business. 


HE MENTIONED one case where a 


suspected dealer had $3,700 in cash with 
him when he was arrested and it was 
later learned he had $8,000 in a bank ac- 
count. 


One 20-year-old accused dealer, was 


driving a brand-new Monte Carlo that 
was bought and paid for at the time of 
his arrest. 


DURING 
RAIDS last year, some 


$27,600 was found on persons arrested by 
undercover agents.

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Proposal to «o before city council 
Fee for trash collection 
to pay for land purchase 


A charge of $2 per month for garbage 


collection In Rolling Meadows may be 
levied on homeowners as early as Sept. 1 
to rnlsc money for a city land purchase. 


Mayor Roland Meyer confirmed Tues- 


day he will recommend to the city coun- 
cil in two weeks that a $2 surcharge for 
garbage collection bo approved to raise 
funds for the purchase of 6.7 acres of 
land near Northwest 
Highway and 


Rohlwing Road. The surcharge will be 
proposed for a three-year period only, 
Meyer said, long enough to help pay 
most of the $321,516 cost of the land. 


The land is being purchased for future 


use as a possible municipally owned gar- 
bage incinerator site for a compactor 
station for the public works department. 
Funds arc not available In (ho budget for 
the purchase, so a loan from a bank Is 
being sought to pay for the land. 


The loan is a method of borrowing in 


which a lending institution pays for the 
land and allows the city a designated 
length of time to repay the cost plus In- 
terest. 


According to state law, the installment 


loan method of payment requires a tax 
levy to pay for principle and interest 
costs, City Treasurer Robert Cole re- 
vealed at a finance committee meeting 
Monday. 


Cole added, however, that Meyer had 


suggested abating the tax levy and using 
federal revenue sharing money and tho 
garbage charge to pay for tho four-year, 
6': per cent Interest rate loan. 


MEYER SAID TUESDAY the garbage 


fee would be the most equitable way of 
funding the land and would still provide 
garbage collection service to residents at 
costs below what surrounding commu- 
nities arc paying. 


Homeowners since 1969 have received 


free city garbage pick-up service. Reve- 
nue from large sales tax rebates in the 
past have been ample to provide for tho 
free service, but those revenues in recent 
years have started to level off and ex- 
penses have continued to climb because 
of Inflation and expanded services. 


Surrounding communities now charge 


about S5 per month for garbage collec- 
tion. The $2 proposed rate would still he 
lower than what most towns now pay for 
garbage collection, Meyer said. 


"We haven't worked it all out, but It 


would be for a limited time," he said of 
the fee. "If wo went to $2 per month it 
would be costing people $24 per year 
compared to $60 per year others pay. 
Since 1969 they haven't paid a cent, so 
they have actually saved $300." 


Meyer added the city is also consid- 


ering increasing the sewer tax rate 
charged persons whose systems are tied 
into tho city sewer system. "Most com- 
munities charge according to how much 
water is used and goes back through tho 
sower. We have always charged a flat 
rate, but now we have' to be realistic 
about It." 


OP THE GARBAGE fee, Meyer said it 


Is being considered as a way to raise 
funds immediately rather than the de- 
layed collection that would result with a 
tax levy. 


Real estate taxes arc collected the 


year following the setting of a levy, so 
taxes for the Installment loan payment of 
tho land would not be collected until next 
year. 


"Basically that land will be used for 


public works and I think this is a reason- 
able way of paying It off," Meyer said. 
"I look at it as we're looking to the fu- 


ture. We have to buy the land now be- 
cause it won't be availblc later on." 


The site has been mentioned as a pos- 


sible location for a refuse incinerator'to 
be used for garbage disposal in the city, 
but a final decision on the land's use has 
not been made. Meyer said if the in- 
cinerator is not built, the land might be 
used for a compactor station for the sani- 
tation department. 


Meyer added he thinks the city's level- 


ing income is only a temporary condition 
and that a growth of funds will take 
place again within three to five years. 


"I THINK IT'S a temporary thing be- 


cause with Gould coming in (a $30 mil- 
lion office project on Golf Road) and 
Kcnroy (a hotel-office complex on Algon- 
quin Road and 111. Rtc. 53), I think the 
revenue will be regenerated and in a 
three to five-year period we will be back 
to where we were." 


The current financial situation in the 


city has led to a delay in hiring of addi- 
tional personnel for several city depart- 
ments and a call for department heads to 
hold the line on spending. 


Monday the finance committee also 


agreed to recommend council approval 
of a near $1 million appropriation ordi- 
nance higher than last year's request, 
which could mean an increase in the 
city's tax levy rate, currently about 60 
cents per $100 of assessed valuation. 


The ordinance calls for funds for the 


fire department, library, police and fire 
pension funds, mental health fund and 
some $225,000 for police and general 
funding needs. 


The' increase may be avoided, how- 


ever, if the council, as it has in the past, 
votes by Dec. 31 to abate some or all of • 
the tax levies being requested. 


Debbie realizes her dream 


to be 'cop on the beat9

After months of waiting, letter-writing, 


kidding, some disappointment and a lot 
of perseverance, Debbie Brush Is finally 
getting a chance at her career. 


Today, 22-year-old Debbie will stand 


beside four men to be sworn In as a new 
full-fledged police officer for the Village 
of Roscllc, population 12,000. 


The move will moan several "firsts" 


for her as she becomes the first woman 
to Join that department and takes her 
first step in o career she has wanted 
since entering college to study crlmlnolo- 
»/•Between those college days and the 
star: of work today, Debbie spent a year 
as s radio police dispatcher in Rolling 
Meadows, where she originally had 
hoped to become a police officer. It was 
an Inch of height that blocked her chan- 
ces in February of trying out for the city 
department (her 5-foot 8-inch frame did 
not meet the department's 6-foot 0-inch 
minimum: and consequently led to the 
Roscllc post. 


THE MONTHS since (hen have been a 


search to find a department that would 
give her a chance, a search that pro- 
duced the Roscllo offer and a potential 
offer from the Illinois State Police. 


Debbie, who lives with her husband in 


Mount Prospect, was one of the first 
women to take the state police testing 
exam In May. She chose the Rosclle post, 
which was offered first, because she 
wanted to work for a local department, 
she said, and because It may be possible 
for her to advance to the department's 
juvenile division, where she eventually 
would like to work. 


"I think the biggest thing I'll have to 


do Is gain the confidence of the other 
officers," Debbie said of her new posi- 
tion. "That will be my biggest goal be- 
cause if a police officer doesn't have con- 
fidence In his fellow officers he won't 
feel confident If he has to call him for 
back-up assistance and rely on him. 


"ONCE I GET their confidence, half 


the battle will be over. But I don't expect, 
anything to come easy." 


Not having things come easily will be 


something Debbie is accustomed to, how- 
ever. It wasn't easy for her to accept 
rejection from Rolling Meadows five 
months ago, she said. 


"In April after I couldn't take the test 


In the city I wrote about 20 letters to 
departments asking If I could take their 
test. I didn't hear from Roselle until 
about mid May when they said I could go 
in and pick up an application. That was 


unusual because most departments mail 
it to you." 


First on the testing list was the physi- 


cal agility portion which had not been 
modified for women as the new state po- 
lice testing series had been. It included 
bench press, military press, sit ups, chin 
ups, an obstacle course run and an en- 
durance run up and down stairs. 


"I COULDN'T DO the bench press or 


the chinups (from an eight-foot high 
bar), and when I left there I had the 
rottenest feeling," she recalled. "But one 
of the commissioners said, 'Don't worry, 
you did fine' and told us If we didn't get 
a letter within the week, to show up for 
the written testing the following Satur- 
day. 


"I waited all week for that letter, but 


it didn't come and by Friday I figured I 
must have passed." 


Debbie and 20 others of the original n 


who had taken the test, including one 
other woman, proceeded to the written 
testing phase. Only ten passed that por- 
tion and only five passed the final oral 
exam phase. 


DURING HER oral testing phase, her 


husband Glen was also required to ap-

Monsa, Is the International High IQ Society, the largest 


group of smart people in the world. More than 18,000 people 
belong, an estimated 200 from the Northwest suburbs. To get 
In, members must score higher on an Intelligence test than 98 
per cent of the population. They are the top 2 per cent, 1 out 
of SO, as for as brains go. 


"INTELLIGENT PEOPLE need each other ...," says the 


Mensn brochure. "We fill a void for many Intelligent people 
cut off from contact with other good minds — contact that Is 
Important to them, nnd elusive in modern society." 


That, many would say, sounds like pure, unadulterated 


snobbery. Even today. In a society where intelligence is rec- 
ognized and respected, people look down on those who flaunt 
It. For that reason Mensa Is often characterized as an ex- 
clusive group whose members like to think of themselves as 
superior. An unfair generalization, according to some Men- 
sa ns. 


".Many people outside think of us as a snob society, said 


Paul Pauteck. DCS Plaincs Mcnsan who keeps his IQ to him. 
self because it is so high. '.'But if I feel superior and want to 
lord It over people, the last place I wont to bo Is at a Mensa 
gathering with people as smart as I am. Being proud of 
Intelligence is as ridiculous as being proud of being born rich. 
I do not have a goddamn thing to do with it." 


Mensans come in all shapes and sizes, from all races and 


backgrounds, from elementary school children to octogena- 
rians. Businessmen, clerks, doctors, factory workers, farm 
laborers, soldiers and scientists ore members. Attorney F. 
Lee Bailey, author Nathaniel Wcyl, actor Theodore Blkel and 
F. Buckminlstcr Fuller, father yof the geodesic dome, belong 
to Mensa. One member, whom loyal Mensans refuse to name, 
resigned his membership after being named in the Watergate 
scandal. 


PEOPLE JOIN for many reasons, to make social contacts, 


out of curiosity, for mental stimulation, simply to say they 
belong to the group, even to find, clients for their businesses. 
Some join because they feel "freaky" being smart and there's 
comfort In numbers. Others like the group because they say 
Mensans listen to your ideas no matter who you arc. 


"Intelligent people have the right to seek out other in- 


telligent people as other people have the right to seek out 
each other," said Fautcck, a vice president of an advertising 
agency. " It's stimulating to talk to other people who arc 
intelligent. There's a special kind of reward in being able to 
talk over rather complex ideas with people not necessarily 
similar to me in other respects." 


Twenty-three-year-old twins Ellen and Carol Colwell, Mount 


Prospect, joined in high school at their mother's urging. Mar- 
vin Lurle. a resident of unincorporated Mount Prospect, 
signed up out of curiosity. Ken Goodman, Palatine resident 
and DCS Plaines businessman, joined eight years ago in New 


York and kept up the membership when he moved here. 


"It helps to meet people and find someone to rap with," he 


said. "I joined originally to see If I could pass the test. I had 
an Idea I could. As you go through life, you find out you're 
not stupid." 


MENSA WAS STARTED in 1945 by two English barristers 


as a forum for intellectuals. Mensa, the Latin word for table, 
signifies that members form a round table as equals in in- 
telligence. 


Chicago Mensa, which includes suburban members, hosts a 


speaker at each monthly meeting. Mensa members also get 
together for special interests such as bridge, poetry, religion 
or at parties where Mensans talk about everything from the 
esoteric to the trivial. Once each year Mensans throughout

the United States get together for a convention. 


While the group has no official goals, members volunteer as 


guinea pigs for research when individuals with high IQ's are 
needed. They don't mind, according to Fauteck, because they 
believe their intelligence is a natural resource and should be 
used as one. Some members of Mensa also promote better 
educational programs for gifted children. 


"Most people in Mensa were gifted children and they are 


more acutely aware of the problems gifted children have," 
said Ravenna Oakes, gifted children activities coordinator for 
Mensa. "Gifted kids tend to be socially immature, really out 
of it. Their biggest problem Is boredom and many teachers 
sec gifted children as a threat to them. They need enrichment 
of all kinds." 


MISS OAKES and other female Mensans, are outnumbered 


by male members four to one. Fauteck, whose wife is a 
Mensan and whose teen-age daughter is Mensa material, said 
there are several theories why. 


"One reason Is that intelligence tests are written by men 


and therefore are prejudicial," he said. "Another is that girls 
have always been told guys don't like smart girls." 


Sylvia Lurie, wife of a Mensan, has her own reason: 
"I thought about joining in high school but then got afraid 


to try," she said. "I can get all the advantages of being the 
wife of a Mensa member and if I try now and didn't make it, 
it would be a real ego blast." 


Mensans are the first to admit that some members do join 


for prestige, to give them something to brag about when they 
go to neighborhood cocktail parties. On the other hand, there 
also are Mensans who don't openly talk about their member- 
ship because they believe non-Mensans wouldn't appreciate it. 


Like the Rolling Meadows man who did not want it made 


public that he is a Mensa member. "I don't want it known for 
obvious reasons," he said. "Rolling Meadows is a working 
class community. They just wouldn't understand." 


Mensans also like to point out that being In Mensa does not 


guarantee success. Some members are serving time in the 
penitentiary.

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MEG 'denting' drug traffic, but expects supply to grow

Suburban drug traffic has token some 


hard knocks In tho past year, but the 
supply of hard narcotics in tho Northwest 
suburbs will continue to Increase because 
of tho big money and because local doc- 
tors and educators are not reporting 
drug law violators. 


John Hlnchy. operating director for tho 


Metropolitan Drug Enforcement Group 
(MEG) said his undercover group "has 
put a dent" In suburban drug traffic, al- 
though It Is difficult to measure exactly 
how much his operatives havo curbed 
suburban drug traffic. 


Hlnchy said area drug traffic could be 


curbed further If doctors and school ad- 
ministrates would report more often to 


low enforcement agencies on known drug 
users. 


"They're (doctors and educators) 


aware of drug abusers long before police 
arc, but they're burying their heads In 
the sand," said Hlnchy. "Educators 
know immediately when someone's on 
drugs because of increased absence from 
school and erratic attitudes." 


Hlnchy's comments came In response 


to statistics recently released by Cook 
County Sheriff Richard Elrod showing 
more than $6 million in drugs were 
seized in county-wide MEG raids in the 
last year. 


MEG Is a cooperative drug control ef- 


fort made up of policemen from various 
departments who work as undercover 


agents. Elrod is the director of the proj- 
ect and the 52-ogent organization Is gov- 
erned by a council of police chiefs o'f 
member departments. 


MEG currently operates with $631,000 


in federal funds supplied by the Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission and will 
receive an additional $462,000 to carry 
them from Sept. 1 of this year through 
June 1975. 


STATISTICS SHOW that between July, 


1973 and the end of last month, 1,191 per- 
sons were arrested by MEG agents. 


In commenting on the arrest figures, 


Hlnchy said the number of persons ar- 
rested docs not give a "true picture" of 
the number of dealers at work in the 
area. 


Sometimes agents go to a location with 


one arrest warrant and end up taking 
four or five persons Into custody after 
catching them with drugs. 


HE SAID DRUG traffickers are turn- 


ing over huge profits obtaining drugs in 
Chicago and peddling them in suburban 
areas. 


He also said large amounts of illicit 


narcotics are coming from areas west of 
Illinois — mentioning Colorado as a 
prime area from where pushers get their 
drugs. 


Harder narcotics are a more desirable 


product for the dealer not only because 
they arc more profitable, but because 
they are more concealablc, according to 
Hincliy. Easily hidden quantities of he- 


roin, LSD and cocaine are "not as bulky 
as marijuana," he said. 


THE $6 MILLION In confiscated drugs 


Includes 261 ounces of hard narcotics 
such as heroin, morphine, codeine, LSD, 
peyote and MDA, a synthetic drug. Also 
seized have been large amounts of meth- 
adone, amphetamines, 
methampheta- 


mines, cocaine, barbiturates and PCP, a 
horse tranquilizer. 


In addition to controlled substances, 


agents have confiscated 5,121 pounds of 
marijuana, figures show. 


Although large caches of marijuana 


have been seized, Hinchy said about 80 
per cent or, "the prepondnerance of our 
cases are controlled substances." 


MANY DRUG traffickers these days 


are between the ages of 20 and 22 and 
may even have a year of college. They 
may not necessarily be users, but Hinchy 
said the smell of large profits attracts 
them to the dealing business. 


HE MENTIONED one case where a 


suspected dealer had $3,700 in cash with 
him when he was arrested and it was 
later learned he had $8,000 In a bank ac- 
count. 


One 20-year-old accused dealer was 


driving a brand-new Monte Carlo that 
was bought and paid for at the time of 
his arrest. 


DURING RAIDS last year, some 


$27,600 was found on persons arrested by 
undercover agents.

34.5 per cent of those surveyed in Elk

The national figure for those completely 
satisfied with their home is 39.4 per cent.

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Mensa is for intelligent people who need each other

Mention Mcnsa to the average guy and you're likely to hear 


— "Those people, they think they're so much better than any- 
one else. Stuck up. What gives them the right?" 


Or he may puff out his chest, stand a little stralghter and 


offhandedly pronounce — "I could be in Mensa. I have the 
brains. But I just couldn't sec the point." 


Monsa, is the International High IQ Society, the largest 


group of smart people in the world. More than 18,000 people 
belong, an estimated 200 from the Northwest suburbs. To get 
In, members must score higher on an intelligence test than OB 
per cent of the population. They are the top 2 per cent, 1 out 
of SO, as far as brains go. 


"INTELLIGENT PEOPLE need each other ...," says the 


Mcnsa brochure. "We fill a void for many intelligent people 
cut off from contact with other good minds — contact that is 
Important to them, and elusive in modern society." 


That, many would say, sounds like pure, unadulterated 


snobbery. Even today, in a society where Intelligence is rec- 
ognized and respected, people look down on those who flaunt 
it. For that reason Mcnsa is often characterized as an ex- 
clusive group whose members like to think of themselves as 
superior. An unfair generalization, according to some Men- 
nans. 


"Many people outside think of us as a snob society, said 


Paul Fauteck, DCS Plaincs Mcnsnn xvho keeps his IQ to him- 
self because It is so high. "Out if I feel superior and want to 
lord It over people, the last place I want to be is at, a Mcnsa 
gathering with people as smart as I am. Being proud of 
intelligence is as ridiculous as being proud of being born rich. 
I do not have a goddamn thing to do with It." 


Mcnsans come In all shapes and sizes, from all races and 


backgrounds, from elementary school children to octogena- 
rians. Businessmen, clerks, doctors, factory workers, farm 
laborers, soldiers and scientists arc members. Attorney F. 
Lcc Bailey, author Nathaniel Wcyl, actor Theodore Bikcl and 
F. Buckmlnister Fuller, father yof the geodesic dome, belong 
lo Mcnsa. One member, whom loyal Mcnsans refuse to name, 
resigned his membership after being named in the Watergate 
scandal. 


PEOPLE JOIN for many reasons, to make social contacts, 


out of curiosity, for mental stimulation, simply to say they 
belong to the group, even to find clients for their businesses. 
Some join because they feel "freaky" being smart and there's 
comfort in numbers. Others like the group because they say 
Mcnsans listen to your ideas no matter who you arc. 


"Intelligent people have the right to seek out other in- 


telligent people as other people have the right to seek out 
each other," said Faulcck, a vice president of an advertising 
agency. "..It's stimulating to talk to other people who arc 
intelligent. There's a special kind of reward in being able to 
talk over rather complex ideas with people not necessarily 
similar to me in other respects." 


Twcnty-threo-yoar-old twins Ellen and Carol Colwell, Mount 


Prospect, Joined in high school at their mother's urging. Mar- 
vin Lurlc, a resident of unincorporated Mount Prospect, 
signed up out of curiosity. Ken Goodman, Palatine resident 
and DCS Plaincs businessman, joined eight years ago in New 


York and kept up the membership when he moved here. 


"It helps to meet people and find someone to rap with," he 


said. "I joined originally to sec if I could pass the test. I had 
an idea I could. As you go through life, you find out you're 
not stupid." 


MENSA WAS STARTED in 1945 by two English barristers 


as a forum for intellectuals. Mensa, the Latin word for table, 
signifies that members form a round table as equals in in- 
telligence. 


Chicago Mensa, which includes suburban members, hosts a 


speaker at each monthly meeting. Mensa members also get 
together for special Interests such as bridge, poetry, religion 
or at parties where Mensans talk about everything from the 
esoteric to the trivial. Once each year Mensans throughout

the United States get together for a convention. 


While the group has no official goals, members volunteer as 


guinea pigs for research when individuals with high IQ's are 
needed. They don't mind, according to Fauteck, because they 
believe their intelligence is a natural resource and should be 
used as one. Some members of Mensa also promote better 
educational programs for gifted children. 


"Most people in Mensa were gifted children and they are 


more acutely aware of the problems gifted children have," 
said Ravenna Oakes, gifted children activities coordinator for 
Mensa. "Gifted kids tend to be socially immature, really out 
of it. Their biggest problem is boredom and many teachers 
see gifted children as a threat to them. They need enrichment 
of all kinds." 


MISS OAKES and other female Mcnsans, are outnumbered 


by male members four to one. Fauteck, whose wife is a 
Mensan and whose teen-age daughter is Mensa material, said 
there are several theories why. 


"One reason is that intelligence tests are written by men 


and therefore are prejudicial," he said. "Another is that girls 
have always been told guys don't like smart girls." 


Sylvia Lurie, wife of a Mensan, has her own reason: 
"I thought about, joining in high school but then got afraid 


to try," she said. "I can get all the advantages of being the 
wife of a Mensa member and if I try now and didn't make it, 
it would be a real ego blast." 


I 
Mensans are the first to admit that some members do join 


for prestige, to give them something to brag about when they 
go to neighborhood cocktail parties. On the other hand, there 
also are Mensans who don't openly talk about their member- 
ship because they believe non-Mensans wouldn't appreciate it. 


Like the Rolling Meadows man who did not want it made 


public that he is a Mensa member. "I don't want it known for 
obvious reasons," he said. "Rolling Meadows is a working 
class community. They just wouldn't understand." 


Mensans also like to point out that being in Mensa does not 


'guarantee success. Some members are serving time in the 
penitentiary.

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MEG 'denting' drug traffic, but expects supply to grow 


by JOHN MAES 


Suburban drug traffic has taken some 


hard knocks in the past year, but the 
supply of hard narcotics In the Northwest 
suburbs will continue to Increase because 
of the big money and because local doc- 
tors and educators are not reporting 
drug law violators. 


John Hlnchy, operating director for the 


Metropolitan Drug Enforcement Group 
(MEG) said his undercover group "has 
put a dent" In suburban drug traffic, al- 
though It is difficult to measure exactly 
how much his operatives have curbed 
suburban drug traffic. 


Hlnchy sold area drug traffic could be 


curbed further If doctors and school ad- 
ministrates would report more often to 


law enforcement agencies on known drug 
users. 


"They're (doctors 
and 
educators) 


aware of drug abusers long before police 
are, but they're burying their heads in 
the sand," said Hlnchy. "Educators 
know Immediately when someone's on 
drugs because of increased absence from 
.school and erratic attitudes." 


Hlnchy's comments came in response 


to statistics recently released by Cook 
County Sheriff Richard Elrod showing 
more than $6 million in drugs were 
seized in county-wide MEG raids In'the 
last year. 


MEG is a cooperative drug control ef- 


fort made up of policemen from various 
departments who work as undercover 


agents. Elrod is the director of the proj- 
ect and the 52-agent organization is gov- 
erned by a council of police chiefs of 
member departments. 


MEG currently operates with $631,000 


in federal funds supplied by the Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission and will 
receive an additional $462,000 to carry 
them from Sept. 1 of this year through 
June 1975. 


STATISTICS SHOW that between July, 


1973 and the end of last month, 1,191 per- 
sons were arrested by MEG agents. 


In commenting on the arrest figures, 


Hinchy said the number of persons ar- 
rested does not plve a "true picture" of 
the number of dealers at work in the 
area. 


Sometimes agents go to a location with 


one arrest warrant and end up taking 
four or five persons into custody after 
catching them with drugs. 


HE SAID DRUG traffickers are turn- 


ing over huge profits obtaining drugs in 
Chicago and peddling them in suburban 
areas. 


He also said large amounts of illicit 


narcotics are coming from areas west of 
Illinois — mentioning Colorado as a 
prime area from where pushers get their 
drugs. 


Harder narcotics are a more desirable 


product for the dealer not only because 
they arc more profitable, but because 
they arc more concealablc, according to 
Hlnchy. Easily hidden quantities of he- 


roin, LSD and cocaine are "not as bulky 
as marijuana," he said. 


THE $6 MILLION in confiscated drugs 


Includes 261 ounces of hard narcotics 
such as heroin, morphine, codeine, LSD, 
peyote and MDA, a synthetic drug. Also 
seized have been large amounts of meth- 
adone, 
amphetamines, methampheta- 


mlnes, cocaine, barbiturates and PCP, a 
horse tranquilizer. 


In addition to controlled substances, 


agents have confiscated 5,121 pounds of 
marijuana, figures show. 
'Although large caches of marijuana 
have been seized, Hinchy said about 80 
per cent or, "the preponderance of our 
cases are controlled substances." 


MANY DBUG traffickers these 'days 


are between the ages of 20 and 22 and 
may even have a year of college. They 
may not necessarily be users, but Hinchy 
said the smell of large profits attracts 
them to the dealing business. 


HE MENTIONED one case where a 


suspected dealer had $3,700 in cash with 
him when he was arrested and it was 
later learned he had $8,000 in a bank ac- 
count. 


One 20-year-old accused dealer was 


driving a brand-new Monte Carlo that 
was bought and paid for at the time o£ 
his arrest.

DURING RAIDS last year, some; 


$27,600 was found on persons arrested by- 
undercover agents.

Debbie realizes a dream 
-to be 'cop on a beat' 


by TOM GINNETTI 


After months of waiting, letter-writing, 


kidding, some disappointment and a lot 
of perseverance, Debbie Brush Is finally 
getting a chance at her career. 


Today, 22-year-old Debbie will stand 


beside four men to be sworn In as a new 
full-fledged police officer for the Village 
of Roscllc, population 12,000. 


The move will mean several "firsts" 


for her as she becomes the first woman 
to Join that department and takes her 
first step in a career she has wanted 
since entering college to study criminolo- 
gy. 


Between those college days and the 


start of work today, Debbie spent a year 
as a radio police dispatcher in Rolling 
Meadows, where she originally had 
hoped to become a police officer. It was 
an Inch of height that blocked her chan- 
ces in February of trying out for the city 
department (her 5-foot 8-inch frame did 
not meet the department's 5-foot 9-inch 
minimum; and consequently led to the 
Roscllc post; 


THE MONTHS since then have been a 


search to find a department that would 
give her a chance, a search that pro- 
duced the Rosclle offer and a potential 
offer from the Illinois State Police. 


Debbie, who lives with her husband In 


Mount Prospect, was one of the first 
women to take the state police testing 
exam in May. She chose the Rosclle post, 
which was offered first, because she 
wanted to work for a local department, 
she said, and because it may be possible 
for her to advance to the department's 
Juvenile division, where she eventually 
would like to work. 


"I think the biggest thing I'l| have to 


do Is gain the confidence of the other 
officers," Debbie said of her new posi- 
tion. "That will be my biggest goal be- 
cause If a police officer doesn't have con- 
fidence in his fellow officers he won't 
feel confident If he has to call him for 
back-up assistance and rely on him. 


"ONCE I GET their confidence, half 


the battle will be over. But I don't expect 
anything to come easy." 


Not having things come easily will be 


something Debbie Is accustomed to, how- 
ever. It wasn't easy for her to accept 
rejection from Rolling Meadows five 
months ago, she said. 


"In April after I couldn't take the test 


In the city I wrote about 20 letters to 
departments asking if I could take their 
test. I didn't hear from Roselle until1 
about mid May when they said I could go 
In and pick up an application. That was

Iii Hatlen Heights, New Town 
Road bid below estimate 


A bid of $129,000 for road improve- 


ments in the Hatlen Heights subdivision 
and tho New Town section of Mount 
Prospect was opened Tuesday. 


The bid — the only one submitted — 


was from Allied Asphalt Paving Co., 
Hillside. The firm's figure was $3,175 be- 
low the village engineer's estimate of 
$134,173 for the project. 


The engineer, Bernard H. R. Hemme- 


ter, said he was not surprised that Just 
one bid was submitted, "under the cir- 
cumstances." He said the nine-week old 
cement drivers' strike and lateness of 
the construction season kept down the 
number of bidders. 


Hcmmcter said he will recommend 


that the village board accept the Allied 
bid, with work to begin next month. 


The roads scheduled for improvement 


are: School Street from Golf Road to 
Lonnqulst Boulevard; Busse Avenue 
from Main Street to Elm Street; Hatlen 
Avenue from Central Road to Lincoln 
Street; Audrey Lane from Central Road 
to Bonita Drive; Bonita Drive from Lin- 
coln Street to Busse Road; Crestwood 
Lane from Lincoln Street to Hatlen Ave- 
nue; Beverly Lane from Lincoln Street to 
Hatlen Avenue. 


Beech Road from Seneca Lane to 


Maya Lane; Maya Lane from Burning 
Bush Lane to Mura Lane; Mura Lane 
from Semlnole Lane to Park Drive; Cay 
ga Lane from Mura Lane to Park Drive; 
Park Drive from Seneca Lane to Camp 
McDonald Road; Seneca Lane from 
Burning Bush Lane to Park Drive; and 
Burning Bush Lane south of Tano Lane, 


four-year term or a partial two-year 
term, but said he is leaning toward 
"long-term service." The terms of three 
trustees expire next year, along with the 
terms of two trustees appointed to fill 
vacancies until the next general election.

Apartment developments 
are "not bad per sc, but could be done in 
a better way." 


• Traffic: "We need some long-range 


planning" of traffic needs in downtown 
Mount Prospect, including the commuter 
lots. 


• Communications: "We need to get 


residents more involved with the admin- 
istration of the village. I'm not saying 
it's a private club or a closed thing, but 
it Is the village's responsibility to make 
residents aware of what's going on. He 
suggested a regular newsletter be Issued 
to keep residents informed. 


Wells Is a graduate of the Illinois In- 


stitute of Technology in Chicago and re- 
ceived a law degree last year from Kent 
College of Law in Chicago. He has been 
employed with the Mount Prospect law 
firm of Robert F. Meersman since 
January. Prior to entering, law, Wells 
was a policeman in Uncolnwood for six 
years. He formerly was a member of the 
Nlles Township Republican Organization. 


He and his wife, Germaine, have lived 


In Mount Prospect for three years.

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Mensa is for intelligent people who need each other

Mention Mensa io the average guy and you're likely to hear 


— "Those people, they think they're so much better than any- 
one else. Stuck up. What gives them the right?" 


Or he may puff out his chest, stand a little stralghtcr and 


offhandedly pronounce — "I could be in Mcnsa. I have the 
brains. But I just couldn't sec the point." 


Mensa, Is the International High IQ Society, the largest 


group of smart people in the world. More than 18,000 people 
belong, an estimated 200 from the Northwest suburbs. To get 
In, members must score higher on an intelligence test than 98 
per cent of the population. They arc the top 2 per cent, 1 out 
of SO, as far as brains go. 


"INTELLIGENT PEOPLE need each other ...," says the 


Mcnsa brochure. "Wo fill a void for many intelligent people 
cut off from contact with other good minds — contact that is 
Important to them, and elusive in modern society." 


That, many would say, sounds like pure, unadulterated 


snobbery. Even today, in a society where intelligence is rec- 
ognized and respected, people look down on those who flaunt 
it. For that reason Mcnsa is often characterized as an ex- 
clusive group whose members like to think of themselves as 
superior. An unfair generalization, according to some Men- 
sans. 


"Many people outside think of us as a snob society, said 


Paul Fauteck, DCS Plaincs Mcnsan who keeps his IQ to him- 
self because it is so high. "But If I feel superior and want to 
lord It over people, the lost place I want to be Is at a Mcnsa 
gathering with people as smart as I am. Being proud of 
intelligence is as ridiculous as being proud of being born rich. 
I do not have a goddamn thing to do with it." 


Mcnsans come in all shapes and sizes, from all races and 


backgrounds, from elementary school children to octogena- 
rians. Businessmen, clerks, doctors, factory workers, farm 
lalx>rcrs, soldiers and scientists arc members. Attorney F. 
Lee Bailey, author Nathaniel Wcyl, actor Theodore Blkcl and 
F. Buckmlnlstcr Fuller, father yof the geodesic dome, belong 
to Mcnsa. One member, whom loyal Mcnsans refuse to name, 
resigned his membership after being named in the Watergate 
scandal. 


PEOPLE JOIN for mnny reasons, to make social contacts, 


out of curiosity, for mental stimulation, simply to say they 
belong to the group, even to find clients for their businesses. 
Some Join because they feel "freaky" being smart and there's 
comfort In numbers. Others like the group because they say 
Mcnsans listen to your ideas no matter who you arc. 


"Intelligent people have the right to seek out other in- 


telligent people as other people hove the right to seek out 
each other," said Faulcck, a vice president of an advertising 
agency. ". It's stimulating to talk to other people \vho arc 
Intelligent. There's a special kind of reward in being nblc to 
talk over rather complex Ideas with people not necessarily 
similar to me in other respects." 


Twcnty-threc-ycar-old twins Ellen and Carol Colwell, Mount 


Prospect, joined In high school at their mother's urging. Mar- 
vin Lurio, a resident of unincorporated Mount Prospect, 
signed up out of curiosity. Ken Goodman, Palatine resident 
and DCS Plaincs businessman, joined eight years ago in New

York and kept up the membership when he moved here. 


"It helps to meet people and find someone to rap with," he 


said. "I joined originally to see if I could pass the test. I had 
an idea I could. As you go through life, you find out you're 
not stupid." 


MENSA WAS STARTED in 1945 by two English barristers 


as a forum for intellectuals. Mensa, the Latin word for table, 
signifies that members form a round table as equals in in- 
telligence. 


Chicago Mcnsa, which includes suburban members, hosts a 


speaker at each monthly meeting. Mensa members also get 
together for special interests such as bridge, poetry, religion 
or at parties where Mensans talk about everything from the 
esoteric to the trivial. Once each year Mensans throughout

the United States get together for a convention. 


While the group has no official goals, members volunteer as 


guinea pigs for research when individuals with high IQ's are 
needed. They don't mind, according to Fauteck, because they 
believe their intelligence is a natural resource and should be 
used as one. Some members of Mensa also promote better 
educational programs for gifted children. 


"Most people in Mensa were gifted children and they are 


more acutely aware of the problems gifted children have," 
said Ravenna Oakes, gifted children activities coordinator for 
Mensa. "Gifted kids tend to be socially Immature, really out 
of it. Their biggest problem is boredom and many teachers 
see gifted children as a threat to them. They need enrichment 
of all kinds." 


MISS OAKES and other female Mensans, are outnumbered 


by male members four to one. Fauteck, whose wife is a 
Mensan and whose teen-age daughter is Mensa material, said 
there are several theories why. 


"One reason is that intelligence tests are written by men 


and therefore are prejudicial," he said. "Another is that girls 
have always been told guys don't like smart girls." 


Sylvia Lurie, wife of a Mensan, has her own reason: 
"I thought about joining' in high school but then got afraid 


to try," she said. "I can get all the advantages of being the 
wife of a Mensa member and if I try now and didn't make it, 
It would be a real ego blast." 


Mensans are the first to admit that some members do join 


for prestige, to give them something to brag about when they 
go to neighborhood cocktail parties. On the other hand, there 
also are Mensans who don't openly talk about their member- 
ship because they believe non-Mensans wouldn't appreciate it. 


Like the Rolling Meadows man who did not want it made 


public that he Is a Mensa member. "I don't want it known for 
obvious reasons," he said. "Rolling Meadows is a working 
class community. They just wouldn't understand." 


Mensans also like to point out that being in Mensa does not 


guarantee success. Some members are serving time in the 
penitentiary.

"But one 
of the commissioners said, 'Don't worry, 
you did fine' and told us if we didn't get 
a letter within the week, to show up for 
the written testing the following Satur- 
day. 


"I waited all week for that letter, but

.testing phase. Only ten passed that por- 
tion and only five passed the final oral 
exam phase. 


DURING HER oral testing phase, her

"They asked him how he would feel if I 


came home one night with a black eye," 
sho laughed. "They asked him how he 
felt about the danger aspect and his oth- 
er thoughts. He told them that he was 
sure I would receive the best training 
possible, and as far as the danger, he 
said we were Christians and we believe 
that if we put our lives in God's hand, he 
will protect us.

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MEG 'denting' drug traffic, but expects supply to grow

Suburban drug traffic has taken some 


hard knocks In the past year, but the 
supply of hard narcotics In the Northwest 
suburbs will continue to Increase because 
of the big money and because local doc- 
tors and educators are not reporting 
drug law violators. 


John Hinchy. operating director for the 


Metropolitan Drug Enforcement Group 
(MEG) said his undercover group "has 
put a dent" In suburban drug traffic, al- 
though It Is difficult to measure exactly 
how much his operatives have curbed 
suburban drug traffic. 


Hinchy said area drug traffic could be 


curbed further If doctors and school ad- 
ministrates would report more often to 


low enforcement agencies on known drug 
users. 


"They're (doctors 
and educators) 


aware of drug abuscrs long before police 
arc, but they're burying their heads In 
the sand," said Hinchy. '"Educators 
know immediately when someone's on 
drugs because of Increased absence from 
school and erratic attitudes." 


Hlnchy's comments come in response 


to statistics recently released by Cook 
County Sheriff Richard Elrod showing 
more than $6 million In drugs were 
seized in county-wide MEG raids in the 
last year. 


MEG Is a cooperative drug control ef- 


fort made up of policemen from various 
departments who work as undercover 


agents. Elrod is the director of the proj- 
ect and the 52-agent organization is gov- 
erned by a council of police chiefs of 
member departments. 


MEG currently operates with $631,000 


in federal funds supplied by the Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission and will 
receive an additional $462,000 to carry 
them from Sept. 1 of this year through 
June 1975. 


•STATISTICS SHOW that between July, 
1973 and the end of last month, 1,191 per- 
sons were arrested by MEG agents. 


In commenting on the arrest figures, 


Hinchy said the number of persons ar- 
rested does not pive a "true picture" of 
the number of dealers at work in the 
area. 


Sometimes agents go to a location with 


one arrest warrant and end up taking 
four or five persons into custody after 
catching them with drugs. 


HE SAID DRUG traffickers are turn- 


Ing over huge profits obtaining drugs in 
Chicago and peddling them in suburban 
areas. 


He also said large amounts of illicit 


narcotics are coming from areas west of 
Illinois — mentioning Colorado as a 
prime area from where pushers get their 
drugs. 


Harder narcotics are a more desirable 


product for the dealer not only because 
they are more profitable, but because 
they are more concealable, according to 
Hinchy. Easily hidden quantities of he- 


roin, LSD and cocaine are "not as bulky 
as marijuana," he said. 


THE S6 MILLION in confiscated drugs 


includes 261 ounces of hard narcotics 
such as heroin, morphine, codeine, LSD, 
peyote and MDA, a synthetic drug. Also 
seized have been large amounts of mcth- 
adone, amphetamines, 
methampheta- 


mines, cocaine, barbiturates and PCP, a 
horse tranqutlizer. 


In addition to controlled substances, 


agents have confiscated 5,121 pounds of 
mprijuana, figures show. 


Although large caches of marijuana 


have been seized, Hinchy said about BO 
per cent or, "the prepondnerance of our 
cases arc controlled substances." 


MANY DRUG traffickers these days 


are between the ages of 20 and 22 and 
may even have a year of college. They 
may not necessarily be users, but'Hinchy 
said "the smell of large prof Its-attracts 
them to the dealing business. 


HE MENTIONED one case where "a 


suspected dealer had $3,700 in cash with 
him when he was arrested and it was 
later learned he had $8,000 in a bank ac- 
count. 


One 20-year-old accused dealer was 


driving a brand-new Monte Carlo that 
was bought and paid for at the time of 
his arrest.

Planner estimates 73,500 
persons now live in village

An estimated 1974 population of 73,500 


persons for the Village of Arlington 
Heights has been released by the village 
planning department. 


The new figure represents nearly a 10 


per cent Increase In population since 1972 
when a special U.S. Census reported 
69,204 residents. 


Village Planner Joe Kcsler said he es- 


timates there are now 20,530 residences 
In Arlington Heights, including 14,445 
single-family homes and 6,085 multi-fam- 
ily units. 


The dwelling units break down to about 


70 per cent single-family and 30 per cent 
apartment units. 


"Personally, I've always felt that If we 


pass 40 per cent In apartments we will 
lose the single-family character of the 
village," Kcslcr said at a joint meeting 
of the village board and plan commission 
this week to discuss an economic base 
study of Arlington Heights prepared by 
the firm of Lorry Smith & Associates. 


CHARLES HAGNER, senior economist 


with Larry Smith & Associates, told the 


officials that there arc about 2,000 acres 
of land, Inside and outside the village, 
available for future Arlington Heights 
residential development. At least 30 per 
cent of this land will have to be devel- 
oped with multi-family housing to accom- 
modate population pressures through 
1990, he said. 


"Since 1965, you have changed dramat- 


ically from being just a bedroom com- 
munity," said Hagncr. "The ideal of a 
strictly single-family character may be 
your objective, but there already has 
been one heck of a lot of urbanization." 


TWO POPULATION forecasts for Ar- 


lington Heights through 1990 are included 
Iff the Larry Smith report, a low projec- 
tion of 86,500 persons and a high projec- 
tion of 116,500 persons. 


Assuming uncontrolled development, 


the report projects that 60 per cent of the 
new residences constructed between now 
and 1990 will be multi-family units. Ob- 
viously, village zoning powers can be 
used to control and reduce this devel- 
opment projection, the report states. 


Hagner said he could not give village 


officials an ideal radio of multi-family to 


Urban renewal proposed 
to renew business area 


Urban renewal may seem both out of 


time and place In Arlington Heights. But 
a San Francisco economist, hired by the 
village, has suggested that a form of ur- 
ban renewal might be used to break the 
frozen economic conditions in the central 
business district. 


Tho way It could work, according to 


Charles Hagncr, an economist with the 
planning firm of Larry Smith & Associ- 
ates, Is through the formation of a down- 
town redevelopment authority. 


The authority would have the power of 


property condemnation. "A fair price 
would be offered, land parcels reas- 
sembled and then sold for redevelop- 
ment," Hagner said. 


THE SUGGESTION came in response 


to a plea by village trustees and plan 
commissioners that there was little if 
any incentive for downtown property 
owners to redevelop their land holdings. 


Hagner said that the urban renewal ap- 


proach had been used in some other 
cities to break similarly frozen economic 
conditions and to assemble the relatively 
large parcels of land needed for new 
downtown building. 


There are no indications on the part of 


village officials that the Idea of a down- 
town development authority was being 
seriously considered for Arlington 
Heights. And Village Planner Joe Kesler

BUT THE REPORT draws the follow- 


Ing conclusions for the low population 
projection of 66,500 persons: 


• Available vacant land within the vil- 


lage will be Inadequate to absorb housing 
demand, unless half the land is devel- 
oped with multi-family housing. 


• With the annexation of outlying 


areas, there could be a relative surplus 
of residential land through 1990 even with 
low density multi-family development. 


• Single-family development of the 


available land inside and outside the vil- 
lage could meet the housing demand 
through 1990. Higher density devel- 
opment in some areas, such as the cen- 
tral business district, will mean a re- 
serve of residential land well Into the 
21st century. 


• If the high population estimate of 


116,500 persons is assumed for Arlington 
Heights, the Larry Smith report fore- 
casts the following conditions: 


• Even 60 per cent multi-family build- 


Ing will not be adequate to meet popu- 
lation pressures, except at densities high- 
er than presently permitted. 


• Assuming 100 per cent development 


of all available land at a density of 15 
units per acre, some higher density 
building would still be required. 


"In general, the amount of land that 


should be set aside for residential devel- 
opment Is contingent upon how much 
growth the community wishes to accept 
after 1990, and at what densities devel- 
opment should take place. 


"With either the high or low population 


growth, if neighborhood character is to 
be preserved, restrictions will have to be 
placed on multi-family development," 
the report states.

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Mensa is for intelligent people who need each other

Mention" Monsa to the average guy and you're likely to'hear 


— "Those people, they think they're so much better than any- 
one else. Stuck up. What gives them the right?" 


Or he may puff out his chest, stand a little stralghter and 


offhandedly pronounce — "I could be In Mensa. I have the 
brains. But I just couldn't sec the point." 


Monsa, Is the international High IQ Society, the largest 


group of smart people In the world. More than 18,000 people 
belong, an estimated 200 from the Northwest suburbs. To get 
In, members must score higher on an Intelligence test than 88 
per cent of the population. They arc the top 2 per cent, 1 out 
of SO, as far as brains go. 


"INTELLIGENT PEOPLE need each other ...," says the 


Monsn brochure. "We fill a void for many Intelligent people 
cut off from contact with other good minds — contact that is 
Important to them, and elusive In modern society." 


That, many would say, sounds like pure, unadulterated 


snobbery. Even today, In a society where intelligence is rec- 
ognized and respected, people look down on those who flaunt 
it. For that reason Mensa Is often characterized as an ex- 
clusive group whose members like to think of themselves as 
superior. An unfair generalization, according to some Men- 
sons. 


"Many people outside think of us as a snob society, said 


Paul Fauteck, DCS Plaincs Mcnsan who keeps his IQ to him- 
self because It Is so high. "But If I feel superior and want to 
lord It over people, the last place I want to be Is at a Mensa 
gathering with people as smart as I am. Being proud of 
Intelligence Is as ridiculous as being proud of being born rich. 
I do not have a goddamn thing to do with It." 


Mcnsans come In all shapes and sizes, from all races and 


backgrounds, from elementary school children to octogena- 
rians. Businessmen, clerks, doctors, factory workers, farm 
laborers, soldiers and scientists arc members. Attorney F. 
Lee Bailey, author Nathaniel Wcyl, actor Theodore Blkcl and 
F. Buckmlnlstcr Fuller, father yof the geodesic dome, belong 
to Mensa. One member, whom loyal Mcnsans refuse to name, 
resigned his membership after being named In the Watergate 
scandal. 


PEOPLE JOIN for many reasons, to make social contacts, 


out of curiosity, for mental stimulation, simply to say they 
belong to the group, even to find clients for their businesses. 
Some join because they feel "freaky" being smart and there's 
comfort in numbers. Others like the group because they say 
Mcnsans listen to your ideas no matter who you arc. 


"Intelligent people have the right to seek out other in- 


telligent people as other people have the right to seek out 
each other," said Fauteck, a vice president of an advertising 
agency. ". It's stimulating'to talk to other people who are 
intelligent. There's a special kind of reward in being able to 
talk over rather complex ideas with people not necessarily 
similar to me in other respects." 


Twonty-thrco-yoar-old twins Ellen and Carol Colwcll, Mount 


Prospect, joined In high school at their mother's urging. Mar- 
vin Lurlc, a resident of unincorporated Mount Prospect, 
signed up out of curiosity. Ken Goodman, Palatine resident 
and DCS Plaincs businessman, joined eight years ago in New 


York and kept up the membership when he moved here. 


"It helps to meet people and find someone to rap with," he 


said. "I joined originally to see if I could pass the test. I had 
an idea I could. As you go through life, you find out you're 
not stupid." 


MENSA WAS STARTED in 1945 by two English barristers 


as a forum for intellectuals. Mensa, the Latin word for table, 
signifies that members form a round table as equals in in- 
telligence. 


Chicago Mensa, which Includes suburban members, hosts a 


speaker at each monthly meeting. Mensa members also get 
together for special interests such as bridge, poetry, religion 
or at parties where Mensans talk about everything from the 
esoteric to the trivial. Once each year Mensans throughout

To find out, you can write to the American Mensa Selection 


Agency for a preliminary test you can take at home for $5. If 
yon pass that test, you must take a supervised test at a local 
testing center at a cost of $8.50.

the United States get together for a convention. 


While the group has noWficial goals, members volunteer as 


guinea pigs for research when individuals with high IQ's are 
needed. They don't mind, according to Fauteck, because they 
believe their intelligence is a natural resource and should be 
used as one. Some members of Mensa also promote better 
educational programs for gifted children. 


"Most people in Mensa were gifted children and they are 


more acutely aware of the problems gifted children have," 
said Ravenna Oakes, gifted children activities coordinator for 
Mensa. "Gifted kids tend to be socially Immature, really out 
of it. Their biggest problem is boredom and many teachers 
see gifted children as a threat to them. They need enrichment 
of all kinds." 


MISS OAKES and other female Mensans, are outnumbered 


by male members four to one. Fauteck, whose wife is a 
Mensan and whose teen-age daughter is Mensa material, said 
there are several theories why. 


"One reason is that intelligence tests are written by men 


and therefore are prejudicial," he said. "Another is that girls 
have always been told guys don't like smart girls." 


Sylvia Lurie, wife of a Mensan, has her own reason: 
"I thought about joining in high school but then got afraid 


to try," she said. "I can get all the advantages of being the 
wife of a Monsa member and if I try now and didn't make it, 
it would be a real ego blast." 


Mensans are the first to admit that some members do join 


for prestige, to give them something to brag about when they 
go to neighborhood cocktail parties. On the other hand, there 
also are Mensans who don't openly talk about their member- 
ship because they believe non-Mensans wouldn't appreciate it. 


Like the Rolling Meadows man who did not want it made 


public that he Is a Mensa member. "I don't want it known for 
obvious reasons," he said. "Rolling Meadows is a working 
class community. They just wouldn't understand." 


Mensans also like to point out that being in Mensa does not 


guarantee success. Some members are serving time in the 
penitentiary.

THE UNIT'S armaments progressed in 


pace with missile technology. From the 
first Nike systems to the Nikc-Ajox and 
finally the Nike-Hercules. But the tech- 
nology that breed the new weapons also 
fostered the ICBM's which made the 
anti-aircraft weapons outdated. 


Schwartz said that after the unit is 


deactivated the flags will hopefully be re- 
tired lo the Illinois Archives rather than 
gather dust In a federal warehouse. 


Today, the last awards will be pre- 


sented to the men of the 202nd, whoso 
banner was honored with two French 
Crolx dc Guerre with Palms. 


The last time the unit stood ready was 


in October during the Mideast crisis. 


"The men ucre good. They were ready 


when it got tight," Schwartz said as ho 
looked around his office that will soon be 
closed.
